Sir: — We  beg  herewith  to  submit  to  jou  the  Sixteenth  Annual  Report 
of  the  Corporation  Commission.  Our  report  for  the  State  Tax  Com- 
mission will  be  handed  to  you  under  separate  cover.  This  report  con- 
tains a  record  of  the  cases  disposed  of  during  the  year;  copies  of  circu- 
lars and  special  orders  issued  by  the  Commission ;  Report  of  the  Special 
Rate  Commission;  the  annual  reports  of  fifty-two  railroad  companies, 
two  tel^raph  companies,  fifteen  street  railway  companies,  the  Pullman 
Company,  and  the  Southern  Express  Company,  as  of  June  30,  1914; 
and  reports  of  422  State  banks  of  the  condition  of  business  on  the  31st 
day  of  October,  1914.  This  report  also  shows  statistical  tables  giving 
the  assessment  of  all  properties  required  to  be  assessed  for  taxation  by 
the  Corporation  Commission  and  a  distribution  of  same  to  counties 
and  towns;  statistical  tables  showing  the  earnings  and  operating  ex- 
penses of  all  railroad  companies,  both  inter-state  and  intra-state  earn- 
ings, taken  together  and  separately;  tables  giving  the  average  daily 
wages  of  all  railway  officers  and  employees,  from  general  officers  to 
trackmen ;  also  table  showing  accidents  to  persons. 

TRAFFIC   conditions. 

The  statements  of  operating  revenues  of  railroad  lines  operating  in 
this  State,  as  given  in  this  report,  are  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1914.  These  reports  show  in  totals  for  all  lines  results,  as  compared 
with  report  for  1913,  as  follows:  Operating  revenues,  $41,050,649  (in- 
crease, $962,377)  ;  operating  expenses,  $27,069,874  (increase  $3,098,602)  ; 
net  operating  revenue,  $13,980,774  (decrease,  $1,136,225). 

Since  the  period  covered  by  this  report  traffic  conditions  have  been 
very  greatly  changed  by  conditions  brought  about  by  the  European  war, 
which  has  reduced  traffic  and  travel  to  an  extent  that  the  Commission 
has  felt  the  necessity  of  granting  authority  to  the  railroads  to  make 
some  curtailment  of  train  service,  and  also  to  suspend  requirement  for 
expenditures  in  non-revenue  producing  permanent  improvements.  It  is 
hoped,  however,  that  this  condition  will  be  of  short  duration,  and  as 
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soon  as  normal  conditions  return  the  suspended  service  will  be  reinstated, 
and  the  building  of  adequate  depots  will  be  pressed. 

FREIGHT   RATES. 

There  has  been  put  into  effect  during  the  year  a  complete  revision  of 
both  inter-state  and  intra-state  freight  rates,  and  of  inter-state  and 
intranstate  express  rates. 

The  adjustment  of  interstate  freight  rates  approved  at  the  special 
session  of  the  General  Assembly  and  shown  in  our  last  annual  report, 
was  sustained  under  attack  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commis- 
sion, and  was  put  into  effect  by  all  the  railway  lines  in  this  State  on 
June  23,  1914. 

The  schedule  of  intra-state  freight  rates  made  by  the  Special  Rate 
Commission  was  put  into  effect  October  13,  1914,  on  the  eight  railway 
systems  in  the  State  of  more  than  seventy-five  miles  in  length.  The 
schedule  of  rates  is  shown  in  this  report,  and  also  an  exception  sheet  to 
the  Southern  Freight  Classification  prepared  by  the  Corporation  Com- 
mission, in  compliance  with  the  findings  of  the  Special  Commission, 
adopting  the  Southern  Classification  of  Freight  except  where  lower 
rates  were  shown  in  the  North  Carolina  Classification  of  Freight.  The 
exception  sheet  represents  the  lower  ratings  that  were  carried  in  the 
North  Carolina  Classification,  and  that  will  continue  to  apply  as  excep- 
tions to  the  Southern  Classification. 

RATES   FOR   SHORT   LINES.

It  was  the  purpose  of  the  Corporation  Commission  to  adopt  the 
recommendation  of  the  Special  Rate  Commission  with  respect  to  rail- 
way lines  of  less  than  seventy-five  miles  in  length,  and  to  adopt  standard 
scales  of  rates  for  these  lines,  but  when  the  new  rates  became  effective, 
and  in  connection  with  them  the  other  provisions  of  the  Justice  act, 
and  including  the  long  and  short  haul  provisions  of  that  act,  it  became 
at  once  apparent  that  a  very  substantial  part  of  the  traffic  formerly 
handled  by  these  short  lines  could  not  be  handled  by  them  under  the 
restrictions  of  the  long  and  short  haul  act,  and  it  was,  therefore,  deemed 
inopportune  to  make  a  new  schedule  of  rates  for  such  lines  under  present 
conditions,  and  until  it  should  bo  determined  whether  they  would  be 
permitted  to  continue  to  participate  in  competitive  traffic  that  is  now 
handled  exclusively  by  the  system  lines.  It  is  apparent  that  this  ques- 
tion will  be  presented  to  the  General  Assembly  by  the  short  railway  lines, 
and  as  soon  as  this  question  is  determined  the  Commission  will  take  up 
the  question  of  prescribing  standard  rate  scales  for  these  lines. 
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EXPRESS  RATES. 


In  February  of  this  year  the  new  schedule  of  interstate  express  rates 
made  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  was  put  into  effect  on 
all  interstate  express  traffic  in  the  United  States.  This  schedule  of 
rates  worked  out  an  average  reduction  in  express  rates  of  20  per  cent, 
as  determined  by  experts  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  by 
application  of  both  the  new  scale  of  rates  and  the  former  scales  of  rates 
to  the  business  actually  handled  by  the  express  companies  for  a  period 
of  twenty  days.  It  was  the  desire  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commis- 
sion that  this  uniform  scale  of  rates  should  be  adopted  by  the  several 

States,  as  well  as  interstate,  so  that  there  could  be  absolute  uniformity  in 
express  rates,  and  this  basis  has  been  adopted  in  thirty-five  states.  The 
investigation  made  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  showed 
that  the  application  of  their  interstate  express  rate  basis  to  business 
actually  moving  between  points  in  this  State,  as  compared  with  rates  in 
effect,  would  make  a  difference  of  less  than  one  per  cent  in  total  revenue. 
After  giving  the  matter  much  consideration  the  Corporation  Commis- 
sion adopted  the  general  basis  prescribed  by  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission,  with  several  important  modifications  as  shown  in  the  gen- 
eral order  in  that  cause  appearing  elsewhere  in  this  report,  making  a 
lower  basis  of  rates  for  short  distances,  and  continuing  in  effect  special 
commodity  rates  formerly  in  effect  on  a  number  of  commodities,  the  rates 
on  which  are  of  particular  importance  to  Xorth  Carolina  producers. 

CLAIMS  AND   COMPLAINTS. 

In  addition  to  matters  coverd  by  formal  order  the  Department  handled 
to  a  conclusion  460  specific  complaints  during  the  year,  covering  various 
phases  of  the  public  service,  overcharges  in  rates,  etc 

RATE  CLERK. 

By  authority  of  the  special  session  of  the  Legislature  the  Commission 
employed  during  the  past  year  an  experienced  freight  rate  clerk,  Mr. 
W.  G.  Womble,  who  had  formerly  held  a  position  as  chief  rate  clerk  of 
the  Atlantic  Coast  Line,  and  later  general  freight  agent  of  the  Ealeigh 
and  Southport  Railroad.  The  Department  is  now  equipped  for  properly 
quoting  freight  rates  to  any  point  in  the  country,  and  for  checking  over 
and  securing  prompt  refund  of  any  overcharges  on  freight  shipments, 

and  the  public  is  invited  to  make  full  use  of  this  Department. 

COAL  RATES. 

The  Commission  has  given  a  good  deal  of  attention  during  the  year  to 
an  investigation  of  coal  rates  to  points  in  this  State  by  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission,  and  thought  the  matter  of  enough  importance  to 
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the  State  to  employ  special  counsel  to  assist  in  presenting  the  interests 
of  North  Carolina  manufacturers  and  consumers  of  coal.  The  investi- 
gation developed  at  a  time  not  opportune  for  further  reduction  in  rail- 
road revenues,  and  for  this  reason  final  decision  of  the  matter  may  be 
delayed  for  some  time  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  but  we 
are  quite  hopeful  that  when  a  conclusion  is  reached  by  them  there  will 
be  a  readjustment  that  will  be  of  substantial  advantage  to  this  State. 
The  present  adjustment  of  coal  rates  was  made  at  a  time  when  our 
transportation  facilities  with  relation  to  the  coal  fields  were  greatly  in- 
ferior to  the  facilities  at  the  present  time,  and  a  readjustment  with  rela- 
tion to  these  improved  facilities  should  be  of  great  benefit  to  our  manu- 
facturing interests- 

BANKS. 

The  special  session  of  the  Legislature  also  gave  the  Commission  author- 
ity to  employ  an  additional  bank  examiner,  which  had  become  a  neces- 
sity by  reason  of  the  rapid  increase  in  number  and  resources  of  State 
banks.  The  Commission  now  has  three  examiners  regularly  engaged  in 
this  work  and  since  the  third  examiner  has  been  employed  we  are  confi- 
dent that  our  bank  supervision  has  been  more  thorough  and  efficient. 
Every  bank  is  examined  at  least  once  each  year,  and  at  every  examina- 
tion the  examiners  now  take  the  time  not  only  to  examine  the  books  and 
records  of  each  bank,  but  also  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  directors  and  place 
before  them  the  condition  as  found,  and  submitting  to  the  scrutiny  of 
the  directors  all  loans  and  discounts  made  by  such  bank.  The  results  of 
this  policy  have  been  very  satisfactory. 

The  Commission  wishes  to  make  its  acknowledgments  to  your  adminis- 
tration and  the  General  Assembly  for  the  new  quarters  in  which  it  com- 
pletes the  year's  work.  Occupying  an  entire  floor  of  the  remodeled  State 
Departments  building,  it  now  has  ample  room  for  properly  segregating 
and  organizing  the  several  different  lines  of  work  now  handled  by  the 
Commission,  and  for  properly  filing  and  indexing  its  increasing  records.

Oboebed,  That  said  rates  be  and  they  are  hereby  approved  to  become  effec- 
tive at  once,  and  it  is  further  ordered  that  the  defendant  make  proper  publi- 
cation thereof,  and  post  the  same  in  accordance  with  the  statute.

IN  THE  MATTER  OF  FREIGHT  TARIFF  TO  APPLY  INTERDIVISION- 
ALLY  BETWEEN  STATIONS  ON  THE  NORFOLK  SOUTHERN  RAIL- 
ROAD AND  ON  RALEIGH,  CHARLOTTE  6  SOUTHERN  RAILWAY 
ABSORBED  JANUARY  1,  1914,  BY  THE  NORFOLK  SOUTHERN  RAIL- 
ROAD. 

lu  the  above  matter,  it  appearing  that  the  Raleigh,  Charlotte  and  Southern 
Railway  lines  were  merged  with  the  Norfolk  Southern  Railroad,  effective 
January  1,  1914,  and  it  appearing  that  the  freight  tariff  heretofore  approved 
for  the  Norfolk  Southern  Railroad  for  Its  lines  other  than  Atlantic  and 
North  Carolina  division.  Is  by  Its  terms  applicable  interdivislonally  between 
Norfolk  Southern  Railroad  stations,  it  is  ordered  that  the  Norfolk  Southern 
Railroad  Company  apply  as  Interdivlsional  freight  tariff  between  all  stations 
on  its  lines,  heretofore  known  as  Norfolk  Southern  Railroad  and  Its  lines 
heretofore  known  as  Raleigh,  Charlotte  and  Southern  Railway,  the  freight 
tariff  heretofore  approved  by  the  Corporation  Commission  for  the  Norfolk 
Southern  Railroad  Company  as  freight  tariff  applying  on  its  lines  in  this 
State  other  than  Atlantic  and  North  Carolina  division. 

It  is  further  ordered  that  the  Norfolk  Southern  Railroad  Company  submit 
to  the  Corporation  Commission  in  ten  (10)  days  from  this  date  for  approval 
an  extension  of  the  Norfolk  Southern  Railroad  Company  tariff  to  cover  the 
longest  distances  between  Its  stations  In  this  State,  such  extension  to  be 
made  consistent  with  rates  carried  in  its  present  tariff.

IN  THE  MATTER  OF  SUPERVISION  OF  ELECTRIC  LIGHT.  POWER, 
WATER,  AND  GAS  COMPANIES,  PURSUANT  TO  DUTIES  IMPOSED 
BY  CHAPTER  127,  PUBLIC  LAWS  1913. 

It  is  ordered.  That  notice  be  issued  to  all  companies  and  persons  engaged 
in  the  sale  of  electric  lights,  power,  water,  or  gas,  other  than  municipal  cor- 
porations, to  file  with  the  Corporation  Commission,  Raleigh,  N.  C,  within 
thirty  days  from  this  date,  a  complete  schedule  of  their  rates  and  charges  for 
each  class  of  service  which  they  sell  to  the  public,  together  with  any  schedule 
of  discounts  that  may  be  made  by  them  for  either  quantity  of  service  or 
prompt  payment. 

It  is  also  ordered.  That  notice  be  issued  to  such  companies  that  they  will  be 
called  upon  at  the  close  of  each  year  to  make  annual  report  to  the  Corporation 
Commission  for  the  calendar  year,  covering  their  operations  and  showing: 

Capital  stock. 

Bonded  indebtedness. 

Surplus  or  profits. 

Gross  receipts  from  sale  of  service, 

Operating  expenses, 

Salaries  of  officers, 

Dividends, 

Amount  charged  to  depreciation, 

and  any  other  items  of  cost  of  operation  that  may  be  deemed  pertinent  in  any 
inquiry  as  to  just  and  reasonable  rates  for-  the  service  performed. 

If  any  one  company  is  engaged  in  two  or  more  of  the  forms  of  public 
service  mentioned,  it  will  be  expected  to  keep  its  operating  revenues  in  such 
form  that  separate  report  can  be  made  of  operations  as  to  each  form  of  public 
utility  in  which  it  is  engaged.

DEPOT  ACCOMMODATIONS. 

OBDEB. 

Pell,  Commissioner:  This  comes  before  the  CommlsBlon  upon  a  petition  of 
the  citizens  of  McLeansburg  asking  for  the  establishment  of  adequate  depot 
facilities  at  said  station. 

Evidence  was  taken  at  Greensboro  on  the  8th  day  of  July,  1913,  and  from 
it  the  Commission  is  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  not  sufficient  business 
arising  at  the  point  mentioned  to  justify  the  establishment  of  a  regrular 
agency  station,  but  Is  of  the  opinion  that  proper  waiting  rooms  should  be 
provided  to  protect  passengers  boarding  trains  at  said  place  from  the  weather; 
It  is,  therefore, 

Obdebed,  That  the  Southern  Railway  Company  erect,  within  sixty  days  after 
approval  of  the  plslns,  a  station  house  at  McLeansburg  which  shall  have  ample 
waiting  rooms  for  both  races  for  the  use  of  the  general  public  in  getting 
on  and  off  its  trains;  that  the  said  Southern  Railway  Company  submit  to 
this  Commission  within  fifteen  days  plans  for  said  station  for  its  approval.

SOUTHERN  FURNITURE  MANUFACTURERS'  ASSOCIATION  v.  SOUTH- 
ERN  RAILWAY  COMPANY— OVERCHARGE  ON  SHIPMENT  OF  FUR- 
NITURE. 

OBOEB. 

In  the  above  matter  the  Southern  Furniture  Manufacturers'  Association 
presents  claim  of  Forsyth  Chair  Company,  Winston-Salem,  N.  C,  of  $8.38 
on  shipment  of  mixed  carload  of  furniture  Winston-Salem,  N.  C,  to  States- 
ville,  N.  C,  covered  by  bill  of  lading  bearing  date  April  25,  1912,  and  consist- 
ing of  10,800  pounds  iron  bedstead  and  3,340  pounds  common  chairs.  The 
shipment  was  billed  by  the  Southern  Railway  Company  as  a  carload  shipment 
of  iron  beds,  minimum  weight  12,000  pounds  at  fourth  class  rate,  and  the 
shipment  of  chairs  billed  at  first  class  rate  less  than  carload,  making  total 
freight  charge  |38.07,  the  complainant  contending  that  it  should  have  been 
handled  as  carload  of  furniture,  "not  otherwise  specified,"  at  the  fourth  class 
rate,  under  the  North  Carolina  Freight  Classification. 

The  North  Carolina  Freight  Classification  provides  fourth  class  rate  on 
both  of  the  articles  of  furniture  embraced  in-  this  shipment,  in  carload  lots, 
with  minimum  of  8,000  pounds  for  chairs  and  12,000  pounds  for  bedsteads. 
The  classification  of  "furniture,  when  manufactured  of  pine,  poplar,  oak  or 
other  common  woods,  carload,"  also  provides  carload  rating  on  furniture, 
•'not  otherwise  specified,  minimum  weight  12,000  pounds,  fourth  class."  The 
Commission  is  of  opinion  that  this  shipment  should  have  been  handled  at 
the  straight  fourth  class  rate  and  that  the  freight  charge  should  have  been 
|29  69  instead  of  |38.07,  making  an  overcharge  of  |8.38,  it  is,  therefore, 

Ordeb£d,  That  the  Southern  Railway  Company  refund  to  the  Forsyth  Chair 
Company,  Winston-Salem,  N.  C,  within  thirty  days  from  this  date,  the  sum 
of  18.38,  overcharge  on  this  shipment,  and  in  order  to  -avoid  any  confusion 
in  future  as  to  correct  rate  to  apply  on  similar  shipments,  it  is 
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Obdebed,  That  circular  be  issued  amending  the  present  classification  of 
furniture  providing  specific  rating  on  "furniture  not  otherwise  specified,  all 
kinds,  finished  or  in  the  white  (taking  fourth  class  or  lower  when  in  straight 
carloads),  in  mixed  carloads,  minimum  weight  twelve  thousand  (12,000) 
pounds,  fourth  class."

U.  S.  WAR  DEPARTMENT  v.  VIRGINIA  6  CAROLINA  SOUTHERN  RAIL- 
ROAD COMPANY.  ATLANTIC  COAST  LINE  RAILROAD  COMPANY, 
SEABOARD  AIR  LINE  RAILWAY,  NORFOLK  SOUTHERN  RAILROAD 
COMPANY,  SOUTHERN  RAILWAY  COMPANY— APPLICATION  FOR 
SPECIAL  RATE  ON  CRUSHED  STONE  AND  GRAVEL  FOR  CAPE 
FEAR  RIVER  IMPROVEMENT. 

Travis,  Chairman:  This  is  an  application  by  the  War  Department  of  the 
United  States  for  special  rates  on  stone  and  gravel  for  use  by  the  Government 
in  making  improvements  in  the  navigation  of  Cape  Fear  River  near  Eliza- 
bethtown,  the  rates  to  apply  from  the  several  North  Carolina  quarries  to  this 
point.  We  are  met  with  the  condition  that  the  stone  required  for  this  work, 
being  thirty  thousand  tons,  can  be  shipped  to  this  point  from  outside  the 
State  of  North  Carolina  by  water  at  a  freight  rate  of  $1.27%  per  ton.  The 
Government  is,  therefore,  unwilling  to  pay  any  higher  rate  from  North  Caro- 
lina quarries,  so  that  the  rate  must  be  made  not  to  exceed  that  in  order  that 
the  North  Carolina  quarries  can  have  equal  opportunity  with  outside  quarries 
to  furnish  stone  to  be  used  in  improving  our  own  river. 

This  application  is  considered  under  chapter  164,  Public  laws  1899,  author- 
izing the  Commission  "conjointly  with  railroad  companies  to  make  special 
rates  for  internal  improvements  in  the  State." 

After  hearing  all  the  carriers  who  would  participate  in  the  haul  from  the 
several  quarries,  it  is  ordered  by  the  Commission  that  rates  on  stone,  rubble 
or  crushed  stone  for  use  by  the  Ck>vernment  in  the  public  improvement  afore- 
said, to  Elizabethtown,  for  delivery  to  the  Government  over  an  extension  of 
the  Virginia  and  Carolina  Southern  Railroad  agreed  upon,  be  made  and 
divided  as  follows,  per  ton:

Peix,  Commissioner:  This  comes  before  us  on  a  petition  from  citizens  of 
Lumberton,  N.  C,  asking  that  the  depot  now  used  by  the  Seaboard  Air  Line 
Railway  and  Raleigh  and  Charleston  Railroad  in  said  city  of  Lumberton  be 
established  as  a  union  depot  for  said  city  and  that  the  Virginia  and  Carolina 
Southern  Railroad  be  compelled  to  run  its  tracks  and  its  passenger  trains 
into  said  station. 

Evidence  was  taken  and  all  parties  heard  at  the  office  of  the  Commission 
in  Raleigh,  N.  C,  on  the  15th  day  of  January,  1914,  and  it  appearing  that  a 
union  station  in  said  city  is  practical  and  that  the  convenience  of  the  travel- 
ing public  demand  it,  it  is 

Ordered,  That  the  present  station  of  the  Seaboard  Air  Line  Railway  in  the 
city  of  Lumberton  be  established  as  the  union  station  for  said  city,  and  that 
said  railway,  together  with  the  Raleigh  and  Charleston  Railroad  and  the 
Virginia  and  Carolina  Southern  Railroad  use  said  station  Jointly  as  a  union 
passenger  station.  That  the  said  Virginia  and  Carolina  Southern  Railroad 
extend  its  tracks  to  said  depot  at  its  own  cost,  and  that  it  pay  to  the  Seaboard 
Air  Line  Railway  a  monthly  rental  of  twenty  ($20)  dollars  per  month  for 
the  use  of  said  station.  That  the  expenses  of  the  proper  maintenance  of 
said  station  shall  be  borne  by  the  three  railroads  as  follows:  Fifty-five 
per  cent  by  the  Seaboard  Air  Line  Railway;  thirty-one  per  cent  by  the  Vir- 
ginia and  Carolina  Southern  Railroad  Company,  and  fourteen  per  cent  by 
the  Raleigh  and  Charleston  Railroad  Company. 

That  the  three  railroad  companies  be  required  to  grade  the  surroundings 
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of  the  said  depot  and  supply  it  with  gravel  so  as  to  avoid  standing  water  and 
to  make  the  location  sanitary*  and  to  divide  the  expense  of  same  in  the  same 
proportion  as  is  provided  for  the  maintenance  of  said  depot. 

That  this  order  be  effective  on  or  before  April  1,  1914.

W.  N.  COOPER  V.  SOUTHERN  RAILWAY  COMPANY— SIDE  TRACK  FA- 
CILITIES. 

Lee,  Commissioner:  This  is  petition  for  side  track  facilities  on  the  Mur- 
phy branch  of  Southern  Railway  near  the  100-mile  post,  about  one  and  one- 
half  miles  west  of  Topton. 
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This  petition  was  heard  in  Asheville  on  March  17,  1914.  Evidence  was 
offered  by  both  parties,  from  which  the  following  facts  were  found: 

The  complainant,  W.  N.  Cooper,  has  a  large  tract  of  land  near  the  place 
where  the  side  track  is  wanted,  on  which  there  is  a  large  quantity  of  saw 
timber,  pulp  wood,  etc.  This  mile  and  a  half  from  Topton  to  the  point  where 
the  side  track  is  wanted  is  a  rough,  steep  and  mountainous  road,  making 
hauling  with  teams  expensive,  and  the  Commission  is  of  the  opinion  that 
facilities  should  be  furnished.    It  is,  therefore, 

Obdebed,  That  the  defendant  the  Southern  Railway  Company,  construct 
a  spur  side  track,  upon  complainant  doing  the  grading  and  furnishing  the 
cross  ties,  within  thirty  days  after  the  grading  is  done  and  cross  ties  furnished 
by  the  said  W.  N.  Cooper,  complainant

SNOW  LUMBER  COMPANY  ET  AL.  v.  SOUTHERN  RAILWAY  COMPANY— 
INTERDIVISIONAL  FREIGHT  RATES  ON  LINES  OF  SOUTHERN 
RAILWAY  IN  THIS  STATE. 

Lee,  Commissioner:  This  proceeding  was  begun  by  petition  filed  with  the 
Commission  March  26,  1913,  in  behalf  of  the  Snow  Lumber  Company  and 
seventy-three  other  shippers,  alleging  that  the  Southern  Railway  Company 
has  for  years  been  charging  on  interdivisional  shipments  passing  over  two  or 
more  of  its  divisions,  rates  in  excess  of  those  authorized  by  the  Commission, 
and  asking  that  an  order  be  entered  requiring  the  Southern  Railway  to  con- 
form to  the  standard  freight  tariff,  which  it  was  alleged  the  Commission  has 
adopted  as  the  tariff  to  be  used  by  them  on  interdivisional  shipments,  and  to 
refund  to  the  petitioners  all  charges  collected  from  them  by  the  Southern 
Railway  on  interdivisional  shipments  in  excess  of  the  standard  tariff.  The 
petitioners  did  not  complain  that  the  defendant  charged  any  rates  in  excess 
of  those  published  in  its  interdivisional  tariffs,  but  claimed  that  the  rates 
so  published  are  illegal,  because  they  were  never  authorized  or  approved  either 
by  the  Railroad  Commission  or  by  the  Corporation  Commission. 

The  case  therefore  rests  upon  the  finding  of  two  facts: 

(1)  Were  the  interdivisional  tariffs  of  defendant  ever  authorized  or  ap- 
proved either  by  the  Railroad  Commission  or  by  the  Corporation  Commission  ? 

(2)  If  so,  were  they  at  any  time  thereafter  revoked  and  defendant  ordered 
to  apply  the  standard  freight  tariff  on  interdivisional  shipments? 

The  settlement  of  these  two  questions  require  an  examination  of  the  records 
and  files  of  this  office  from  the  organization  of  the  old  Railroad  Commission 
in  1891,  down  to  the  present  time.  Both  the  petitioner  and  defendant  ex- 
hibited great  diligence  in  this  respect,  and  introduced  in  testimony  every 
record  and  every  letter  of  file  having  any  reference  to  the  matter  which 
could  be  found.  We  have  examined  them  with  much  care  in  order  to  get  at 
the  truth  of  the  matter. 

Taking  the  questions  in  order,  we  will  examine: 

First.  Whether  or  not  the  interdivisional  tariffs  in  question  were  ever 
authorized  and  approved  by  the  Railroad  Commission  or  by  the  Corporation 
Commission? 
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We  find  upon  the  records  of  the  Railroad  Commission,  that  on  June  27, 
1891,  soon  after  the  organization  of  the  Railroad  Commission,  the  Richmond 
and  Danville  Railroad,  predecessor  of  the  defendant,  the  Southern  Railway, 
filed  with  the  Railroad  Commission  its  freight  tariffs  numbered  as  follows: 
N  1492;  N  1493;  N  1494;  N  1495;  N  1496;  N  1497;  N  1498;  N  1499;  N  1500; 
N  1529;  N  1534;  N  1536;  N  1542;  N  1566;  N  1577;  N  1578;  N  1579;  N  1581. 

The  original  tariffs  so  filed  and  bound  together  in  one  cover  were  also 
found  and  introduced  in  evidence.  They  embrace  and  contain  the  inter- 
divisional  tariffs,  which  the  petitioners  contend  have  never  been  authorized 
or  approved  and  according  to  which  interdivisional  rates  have  since  been 
charged  by  the  defendant.  The  petitioners  contend,  however,  that  although 
the  said  tariffs  were  properly  filed,  they  were  never  approved  or  authorized 
by  the  Commission.  Examining  into  this  question,  we  find  that  the  filing 
of  these  tariffs  is  duly  entered  upon  the  records  of  the  Commission,  and  that 
on  June  28,  1891,  Mr.  H.  C.  Brown,  then  Clerk  of  the  Commission,  addressed 
to  the  railroad  company  the  following  letter: 

I  beg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  tariffs  (here  reciting  the 
numbers).  Please  accept  my  thanks  for  the  very  convenient  and  neat 
arrangement  of  the  different  tariffs. 

Very  respectfully,  H.  C.  Beown,  Clerk, 

Neither  the  record  nor  the  letter  of  Mr.  Brown  shows  affirmatively  that 
the  tariffs  were  approved  by  the  Commission,  and  the  petitioners  contended 
that  there  was  nothing  from  which  such  approval  could  be  inferred.  These 
tariffs,  however,  were  published  and  used  by  the  railroad  company  after 
being  filed  with  the  Commission  without  objection  on  the  part  of  the  Com- 
mission for  a  number  of  years,  and  the  original  tariffs  on  file  show  evidence 
of  having  been  much  used  and  contain  memoranda  and  figures  in  the  hand- 
writing of  Mr.  H.  C.  Brown,  the  very  capable  and  painstaking  clerk  of  the 
Commission,  from  which  it  would  naturally  be  inferred  that  he  used  and 
treated  them  as  the  effective  rates  of  the  company.  However,  we  do  not 
find  it  necessary  to  decide  whether  or  not  this  would  amount  to  an  implied 
approval  of  these  tariffs. 

The  minutes  of  the  Corporation  Commission,  which  was  organized  in  1899, 
and  succeeded  the  Railroad  Commission,  show  that  in  April,  1899,  the  follow- 
ing order  was  made:  "In  the  matter  of  freight  and  passenger  rates,  it  is 
ordered  that  the  rates  from  different  roads  as  filed  are  approved  and  con- 
tinued effective  until  otherwise  ordered,  with  the  exception  of  rates  on  fer- 
tilizer." 

The  rates  and  tariffs  in  controversy  were  then  on  file,  as  already  shown, 
and  have  been  on  file  ever  since.  It  therefore  appears  that  whatever  may 
have  been  done  or  not  done  prior  to  this  time,  this  order  is  an  express  ap- 
proval of  these  rates. 

On  the  27th  of  April,  1899,  the  Corporation  Commission  notified  the  de- 
fendant company  of  that  order  in  the  following  letter: 

North  Carolina  Corporation  Commission. 

Raleigh,  May  3,  1899. 

Col,  a.  B.  Andrews,  First  Vice-President,  Raleigh,  A'.  C. 

Deab  Sir: — Referring  to  the  order  of  the  Commission  April  27. 
1899,  saying  "The  freight  and  passenger  rates  as  filed  In  the  office  of 
the  late  Railroad  Commission,  In  effect  over  your  system  of  roads 
April  5,  1899,  are  approved  and  continued  effective." 
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You  will  have  observed  that  the  fertilizer  rate  is  accepted  (ex- 
cepted) from  the  order  as  Circular  No.  1,  a  subsequent  order,  shows, 
which  you  have,  making  a  special  rate  on  this  commodity  effective 
May  15,  1899.  Very  respectfully, 

(Signed)     H.  C.  Bbown,  Clerk, 

This  seems  to  conclusively  settle  the  fact  that  these  interdivisional  rates 
were  approved  and  authorized  by  the  Corporation  Commission.  That  brings 
us  to  the  consideration  of  a  second  question : 

Second.  Were  those  rates  at  any  time  thereafter  revoked  and  defendant 
ordered  to  apply  the  standard  freight  tariff  on  interdivisional  shipments? 

Examining  into  this  question,  we  find  that  prior  to  the  filing  of  this  petition, 
there  has  been  no  complaint  made  either  to  the  Railroad  Commission  or  to 
the  Corporation  Commission  by  any  shippers  in  respect  to  these  rates  prior 
to  the  filing  of  this  petition.  The  record  discloses,  however,  that  the  Cor- 
poration Commission,  of  its  own  motion,  from  time  to  time,  have  taken  up 
with  the  Southern  Railway  the  question  of  making  the  Commission's  standard 
freight  tariff  applicable  to  all  lines  and  branches  of  that  company,  and  that 
it  has  from  time  to  time,  of  its  own  motion,  ordered  that  the  standard  freight 
tariff  be  applied  to  different  branches  and  divisions  until  nearly  all  of  its 
lines  have  been  made  to  use  the  standard  tariff,  but  we  do  not  find  that  the 
interdivisional  tariffs  in  question  have  ever  been  cancelled  or  revoked,  or 
that  the  company  has  ever  been  ordered  to  apply  its  standard  freight  tariff 
to  interdivisional  shipments  between  divisions  and  branches  upon  which 
these  original  interdivisional  rates  apply. 

The  record  discloses  that  on  September  4,  1894,  the  Railroad  Commission 
served  the  following  notice  on  the  Southern  Railway  Company: 

Raleigh,  September  4  (5),  1894. 

State  of  North  Carolina,  on  the  Relation  of  the  Railroad  Commission- 
ers, V.  the  Southern  Railway  Company. 

Col.  a.  B.  Andrews, 

Vice-President  Southern  Railway  Company,  Raleigh,  N.  C. 

Dear  Sib: — Since  the  consolidation  of  all  the  lines  leased  or  owned 
by  the  late  Richmond  and  Danville  Railroad  Company  under  one 
system,  known  as  the  "Southern  Railway  Company,"  there  can  be 
no  good  reason  why  the  standard  freight  tariff  should  not  be  enforced 
upon  the  Western  Carolina  Railroad.  Hence,  the  Commission  has 
issued  the  following  circular: 

Circular  No.  41. 

"On  and  after  October  1,  1894,  all  exceptions  to  the  Standard 
Freight  Tariff,  heretofore  granted  to  the  Western  North  Carolina 
Railroad,  from  Salisbury  to  Paint  Rock,  are  hereby  repealed  and  the 
Standard  Freight  Tariff  applied  thereto." 

If  you  desire  to  except  to  the  same  the  Commission  will  hear  your 
exceptions  on  Wednesday  the  12th,  next.

The  petitioners  relied  strongly  upon  what  is  designated  in  that  notice  as 
Circular  41.  Upon  further  examination  of  the  record,  however,  it  is  found 
that  exceptions  were  filed  by  the  railroad  company  to  this  order,  and  heard 
September  25,  1894.  At  that  time  the  Commission  entered  an  order  making 
the  Commission's  standard  passenger  tariffs  applicable  from  Asheville  to 
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Paint  Rock,  and  ordered  that  the  decision  of  the  Commission  as  to  the  appli- 
cation of  the  standard  freight  tariff  be  held  up. 
On  November  14,  1894,  the  Commission  made  the  following  order: 

Circular  No.  41  is  withdrawn  and  Circular  No.  42  is  issued  as  fol- 
lows: On  and  after  January  1,  1895,  all  arbitraries  heretofore  ex- 
isting as  to  freight  and  passenger  tariffs  to  and  from  Paint  Rock,  are 
hereby  repealed. 

The  arbitraries  referred  to  are  not  the  interdivisional  rates  in  question. 
So  it  will  be  seen  that  the  order.  Circular  No.  41,  upon  which  petitioners 
relied  to  show  that  the  standard  tariff  had  been  applied  to  interdivisional 
shipments,  was  withdrawn  and  never  issued,  thus  leaving  the  interdivisional 
tariffs  still  effective. 

We  find  that  on  August  9,  1901,  the  Corporation  Commission,  upon  its  own 
motion,  entered  the  following  order: 

Ordered,  That  the  Southern  Railway  and  all  roads  operated  by  the 
Southern  Railway  owned  and  leased  in  North  Carolina,  shall  apply 
the  Commission's  standard  freight  and  passenger  tariffs  in  the  trans- 
portation of  freight  and  passengers;  and  rates  of  transportation  on 
the  shipment  of  freight  passing  between  the  divisions  of  each  system, 
shall  be  computed  on  a  continuous  mileage  basis  as  one  and  the  same 
road.     Effective  October  1,  1901. 

£}xceptions  were  filed  to  this  order  and  the  record  discloses  that  the  Cor- 
poration Commission  entered  into  a  very  exhaustive  and  thorough  investiga- 
tion of  the  financial  condition,  earnings,  expenses,  profits,  etc.,  of  the  South- 
em  Railway  on  all  its  separate  lines  in  North  Carolina,  and  made  comparison 
of  them  with  the  earnings  and  traffic  on  the  lines  In  Virginia.  Tennessee, 
Georgia,  South  Carolina  and  Alabama,  and  after  mature  consideration  of 
the  matter,  modified  the  order  so  as  to  require  the  Southern  Railway  to 
apply  standard  passenger  rates  on  all  its  lines  in  North  Carolina,  but  with- 
drew the  order  In  so  far  as  it  applied  to  freight  rates  and  dismissed  that 
branch  of  the  inquiry  for  the  time  being.  In  September,  1906,  the  Corpora- 
tion Commission,  of  Its  own  motion,  again  toqk  up  the  matter  of  applying 
the  standard  freight  tariffs  to  all  the  branches  of  the  Southern  Railway,  and 
went  into  another  investigation,  and  addressed  to  the  company  the  following 
letter: 

North  Carolina  Corporation  Commission. 

Raleigh,  September  19,  1906. 

Mr.  L.  Green,  Traffic  Manager,  Southern  Railway^  Washington,  D.  C. 

Dear  Sir: — In  the  year  1901 -the  Commission  had  up  with  Mr.  Culp, 
TraflBc  Manager  of  the  Southern  Railway  at  that  time,  the  question 
of  the  readjustment  of  freight  rates  for  the  various  lines  of  the  South- 
em  Railway  in  North  Carolina  with  a  view  of  getting  more  of  a 
uniform  rate  so  as  to  conform  as  nearly  as  possible  to  the  standard 
freight  tariff.  See  communication  of  Mr.  Culp  under  date  of  Septem- 
ber 13,  1901,  and  further  correspondence  at  that  time.  Inasmuch  as 
the  earnings  of  the  road  since  that  time  have  been  Increased  consid- 
erably, it  would  seem  that  there  should  be  a  readjustment  of  the  rates. 
The  Commission  will  be  glad  to  hear  from  you  on  this  (subject)  ques- 
tion now.  Very  respectfully,

The  Commission  then  made  another  investigation  of  the  traffic  and  earnings 
of*the  road  and  the  controversy  in  respect  to  the  matter  between  the  Com- 
mission and  the  railroad  was  renewed  from  time  to  time  until  November  20, 

Part  1—2 
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1908,  when  the  Commission's  standard  freight  tariff  was  ordered  to  be  applied 
by  the  Southern  Railway  upon  its  following  named  lines: 

North  Carolina  Railroad; 

State  University  Railroad; 

High  Point,  Randleman,  Asheboro  and  Southern; 

Atlantic  and  Yadkin; 

Yadkin ; 

Atlanta  and  Charlotte  Air  Line; 

Southern  Railway,  Charlotte  Division,  including 

Transylvania  Railroad; 

Atlantic  and  Danville; 

North  and  South  Carolina  Railroad; 

North  Carolina  Midland  Railroad. 

This  order,  however,  which  is  the  last  one  upon  record  dealing  with  this 
question,  does  not  cancel  or  revoke  the  interdivisional  tariffs  heretofore 
mentioned,  nor  does  it  direct  the  company  to  apply  the  standard  freight  tariff 
on  shipments  moving  between  the  branches  and  divisions  on  which  these 
interdivisional  tariffs  apply. 

We,  therefore,  must  find  as  a  fact,  that  these  interdivisional  tariffs  have 
never  been  cancelled  or  revoked  since  they  were  approved,  either  by  the 
Railroad  Commission  or  the  Corporation  Commission,  and  that  they  are 
legal  and  effective,  and  this  proceeding  in  so  far  as  it  relates  to  claims 
for  overcharges,  is  dismissed. 

The  petitioner  in  this  case  also  asks  that  an  order  be  made  by  the  Com- 
mission to  "establish,  put  in  force  and  apply  as  maxima  in  the  future  to  the 
transportation  of  freight  interdivisional  as  well  as  local,  over  the  lines  of  the 
defendant  other  rates  consistent  with  the  aforesaid  standard  freight  tariff." 
It  was  the  purpose  of  this  Commission  to  go  into  a  full  consideration  of  the 
question  of  what  further  extension  of  the  standard  freight  tariff  upon  the 
branch  lines  and  mountainous  divisions  of  the  Southern  Railway  could  be 
justified  at  this  time,  in  view  of  the  increased  traffic  and  earnings  of  this 
company  since  this  question  was  last  passed  upon  in  1908,  and  particularly 
to  give  its  consideration  to  the  question  of  whether  or  not  the  standard 
tariff  could  justly  be  made  to  apply  at  this  time  on  all  interdivisional  ship- 
ments over  their  lines,  but  as  this  whole  question  is  now  properly  before 
the  Special  Rate  Commission  under  act  of  the  Special  Legislature,  who  now 
have  the  matter  under  consideration,  it  is  not  deemed  proper  that  any  order 
be  made  with  respect  to  it  by  this  Commission  pending  their  decision.

SNOW  LUMBER  COMPANY  ET  AL.  v.  SOUTHERN  RAILWAY  COMPANY. 

ORDER. 

Travis,  Commissioner:  This  matter  coming  on  to  be  heard  upon  excep- 
tions filed  by  the  complainants  to  the  order  her  An  issued  on  the  second  day 
of  April,  1914,  it  is  noted  that  exception  No.  1,  to  the  finding  that  the  inter- 
divisional tariffs  in  question  were  approved  by  the  Corporation  Commission, 
is  based  upon  the  ground  that  such  approval  was  given  under  a  mistake  of 
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fact.  The  Commission  does  not  think  that  the  conclusion  is  warranted  that 
there  was  a  mistake  of  fact  on  the  part  of  the  Commission,  but  even  if  there 
was,  the  fact  remains  that  the  tariffs  were  approved. 

The  second  exception  is  based  upon  the  contention  that  Rule  1,  therein 
referred  to,  imposed  the  standard  freight  tariff  upon  all  lines  of  defendant 
company.  Rule  1  does  not  refer  to,  or  control,  the  amount  of  rates,  but  has 
reference  rather  to  the  method  of  computing  rates  over  different  lines  or 
branches  all  under  one  control.  In  effect,  it  provides,  that  over  lines  or 
branches  under  one  control,  freight  rates,  whatever  they  may  be,  whether 
standard  or  otherwise,  shall  be  computed  upon  continuous  mileage  as  over 
one  road  as  distinguished  from  a  combination  of  local  mileages  as  upon  dif- 
ferent roads;  the  latter  being  governed  by  Rule  28. 

We  find  no  ground  for  sustaining  the  exceptions  and  the  same  are,  there- 
fore, overruled.

CITIZENS  OF  MOUNT  AIRY  v.  SOUTHERN  RAILWAY  COMPANY. 

ORDER. 

Pell,  Commissioner:  This  cause  coming  on  to  be  heard  upon  the  petition 
of  the  citizens  of  Mount  Airy  for  better  depot  facilities  at  the  Southern  Rail- 
way station  in  said  city,  and  it  appearing  from  evidence  introduced  before  the 
Commission  that  the  convenience  of  the  traveling  public  demands  improve- 
ment of  the  depot  at  said  station ;  it  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  before  June  1,  1914,  the  Southern  Railway  Company  shall 
make  the  improvements  to  its  combination  depot  at  Mount  Airy  as  indicated 
by  the  blue  print  plans  and  the  specifications  filed  in  this  office,  dated  March 
12,  1914;  that  said  Southern  Railway  Company  connect  its  toilet  rooms 
with  the  sewer  and  water  systems  of  the  city  of  Mount  Airy.

CORPORATION   COMMISSION   v.    SOUTHERN   EXPRESS   COMPANY— IN 
THE  MATTER  OF  INTRA-STATE  EXPRESS  RATES. 

This  is  an  investigation  by  the  Corporation  Commission,  made  of  its  own 
motion,  to  determine  whether  or  not  it  would  be  practical  and  advisable  to 
adopt  the  express  rates  and  classifications  made  by  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  in  respect  to  interstate  express  traffic  for  application  to  express 
traffic  between  points  within  the  State  of  North  Carolina. 

It  was  deemed  advantageous  to  the  shipping  public  to  have  a  uniform  and 
equal  rates  and  classification,  if  this  could  be  done  without  advancing  existing 
rates  in  North  Carolina.  Upon  examination  into  the  matter  it  was  found 
that  the  application  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission's  uniform  basis 
would  reduce  the  rates  on  some  commodities  and  increase  them  on  others, 
and  that  upon  the  same  commodities  it  would  reduce  the  rates  between  some 
points  in  North  Carolina  and  increase  them  between  other  points  in  the 
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State,  and  that  upon  the  whole  the  average  effect  would  be  to  slightly  raise 
existing  rates  in  North  Carolina.  It  was  also  ascertained  that  the  adoption 
of  this  uniform  basis  would  raise  existing  North  Carolina  rates  on  some 
of  the  most  important  commodities  moving  in  this  State,  namely:  on  fish, 
and  on  berries,  cantaloupes,  apples,  cabbage,  potatoes,  and  so  forth.  The 
Commission,  therefore,  undertook  to  arrive  at  such  a  modification  of  the 
uniform  basis  as  would  enable  us  to  adopt  it  without  increasing  rates  on 
those  commodities  and  without  making  an  average  increase  in  the  rates  in 
the  State. 

After  several  conferences  with  the  officials  of  the  defendant  company  for 
this  purpose,  we  finally  arrived  at  and  agreed  upon  the  modification  here- 
after set  out.    It  is,  therefore. 

Ordered,  That  the  express  classification  adopted  by  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission,  including  rules  and  practices  with  reference  to  billing 
of  express  shipments,  and  the  scale  of  express  rates  promulgated  by  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission  be  adopted  as  the  classification  and  rates 
applicable  on  intranstate  express  shipments  in  North  Carolina,  with  the  fol- 
lowing modifications: 

First  class  rates.  State  and  interstate,  to  be  modified  as  follows: 

First  sub-block  rate  shall  be  50  cents  per  100  pounds. 

Second  sub-block  rate  shall  be  50  cents  per  100  pounds. 

Tihrd  sub-block  rate  shall  be  55  cents  per  100  pounds. 

Fourth  sub-block  rate  shall  be  60  cents  per  100  pounds. 

Fifth  sub-block  rate  shall  be  75  cents  per  100  pounds. 

Over  five  blocks  uniform  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  rate  to  apply: 

From  Block  1346  to  1549  Scale  No.  21  to  apply. 

From  Block  1448-1  to  1549-F  Rate  Scale  No.  7  to  apply. 

From  Block  1346  to  1549  Scale  No.  21  to  apply. 

Wilmington  to  be  designated  as  Block  No.  1547-M. 

Block  No.  1344  to  be  changed  to  Block  No.  1345-N. 

The  second  class  rates  to  be  modified  as  follows: 

Rates  on  mineral  water,  ice,  apples,  cabbage,  onions,  potatoes:  Present 
mileage  commodity  rates  to  be  continued,  transformed  into  block  rate  scale 
quotation. 

Commodities  in  Tariff  No.  4050,  except  as  noted  above,  to  be  sixty-five  per 
cent  of  first  class  scale. 

Rates  on  berries  and  cantaloupes  to  be  published  from  all  producing  points 
to  all  State  points  of  destination  sixty  per  cent  of  first  class  rates. 

Rates  on  fish  to  be  published  according  to  commodity  tariff  No.  4045. 

The  modifications  herein  made  as  to  class  rates  applying  between  sub- 
blocks  to  be  applied  interstate  as  well  as  intra-state  in  the  affected  blocks. 

It  is  further  ordered,  That  the  Southern  Express  Company  prepare,  pub- 
lish, and  file  with  the  Corporation  Commission  tariffs  to  become  effective 
June  5,  1914,  in  accordance  with  this  order. 

It  is  also  ordered,  That  the  Southern  Express  Company  separate  all  of  its 
way-bills  covering  all  express  shipments  between  points  in  this  State  for  a 
period  of  ten  days  from  June  10  to  June  20,  1914,  and  compute  for  purpose  of 
comparison  the  rate  that  would  have  been  charged  under  the  present  rates 
as  well  as  the  rates  that  will  be  applied  under  this  order,  so  that  the  results 
of  the  new  rates  may  be  ascertained  with  reference  to  business  actually 
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moYing,  and  that  detailed  report  and  analysis  of  such  comparison  be  filed 
with  the  Corporation  Commission  by  August  1,  1914.

THE  TOWN  OF  APEX  v.  DURHAM  &  SOUTHERN  RAILWAY  COMPANY 
AND  SEABOARD  AIR  LINE  RAILWAY— IN  THE  MATTER  OF  THE 
LOCATION  AND  PLANS  FOR  PASSENGER  AND  FREIGHT  DEPOTS. 

This  is  a  controversy  involving  the  location  by  the  Durham  and  Southern 
Railway  Company  and  Seaboard  Air  Line  Railway,  of  Joint  passenger  and 
freight  depots  in  the  town  of  Apex,  the  depots  in  this  town  having  recently 
been  burned. 

The  first  controversy  is  between  certain  citizens  of  the  town  and  the 
railway  companies  and  other  citizens  of  the  town  in  respect  to  the  location 
of  the  passenger  depot,  as  to  whether  it  shall  be  on  the  north  side  of  Chatham 
Street  where  it  crosses  the  railroad,  or  on  the  south  side  of  Center  Street 
where  it  crosses  the  railroad.  After  viewing  both  locations  and  hear- 
ing all  the  parties  interested,  the  Commission  is  of  opinion  that  the  location 
that  will  best  serve  the  public  interest,  and  which  will  also  be  most  economi- 
cal of  operation  for  the  railroads,  will  be  the  location  at  Center  Street,  and 
it  is,  therefore, 

Oroebed,  That  the  passenger  station  be  so  located,  and  that  the  same  be 
constructed  in  accordance  with  the  plans  filed  in  this  proceeding,  which 
are  approved. 

In  respect  to  the  freight  depot,  the  only  controversy  between  the  railroads 
and  the  citizens  of  the  town  was  as  to  whether  or  not  the  same  should  be 
constructed  of  brick  or  of  wood.  The  location  and  the  dimensions  of  the 
freight  depot  seem  to  meet  the  approval  of  all  concerned.  This  location 
is  within  the  fire  limits  of  the  town  of  Apex,  in  which  under  the  ordinances 
of  the  town,  it  is  not  permissible  to  erect  any  other  than  a  brick  building. 
If  this  Commission  were  disposed  to  authorize  or  approve  the  erection  of  a 
wooden  structure  within  such  fire  limits,  we  do  not  think  our  approval  or 
authorization  would  be  valid  or  effective,  unless  permission  so  to  do  was 
secured  from  the  town  authorities,  which  we  understand  has  not  been  done. 
We,  therefore,  hold  that  the  proposed  location  is  the  proper  one  and  that  the 
depot  will  have  to  be  of  brick  unless  the  town  authorities  of  Apex  authorize 
an<i  permit  a  wooden  structure.

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SAVONA  MANUFACTURING  COMPANY  v.  PIEDMONT  AND  NORTHERN 

RAILWAY  COMPANY. 

Pell,  Commissioner:  In  the  above  entitled  proceeding  petition  has  been 
filed  with  the  Corporation  Commission,  alleging  that  the  Savona  Manufactur- 
ing Company  has  purchased  a  lot  of  land  adjacent  to  the  track  of  the  defend- 
ant company  in  the  city  of  Charlotte,  lying  north  of  what  is  known  as  "Red- 
mon  Avenue,"  and  proposes  to  construct  and  establish  on  said  lot  of  land  its 
plant  for  the  purpose  of  manufacturiilg  cotton  fabrics  and  other  material. 

That  in  order  for  the  petitioner  to  be  able  to  erect  the  said  manufacturing 
plant  and  properly  carry  on  its  business  after  its  manufacturing  plant  shall 
have  been  in  operation,  it  is  necessary  and  expedient  that  there  be  constructed 
a  spur  or  switch  track  from  the  line  of  the  railway  of  the  defendant  company 
to  the  industrial  plant  which  the  petitioner  proposes  forthwith  to  erect  in 
order  that  the  petitioner  may  have  necessary  and  adequate  railway  facilities. 

That  such  spur  track  will  not  exceed  five  hundred  (500)  feet  in  length, 
and  that  the  revenue  which  will  accrue  to  the  defendant  from  said  switch 
or  spur  track  will  be  more  than  sufficient  within  five  years  to  pay  the  ex- 
pense of  the  construction  thereof. 

Answer  has  been  filed  by  the  defendant  company  admitting  all  the  allega- 
tions set  out  in  the  petition.    It  is,  therefore. 

Ordered,  That  the  Piedmont  and  Northern  Railway  Company  construct 
within  sixty  days  from  this  date  a  side  track,  beginning  at  or  near  the  point 
of  curve  on  the  line  of  railway  of  the  respondent  company  and  running 
thence  in  a  general  northwesterly  direction  about  two  hundred  and  fifty-five 
(255)  feet  to  what  is  known  as  Redmon  Avenue,  thence  across  Redmon  Ave- 
nue and  through  the  property  of  the  petitioner  around  to  the  site  of  the 
petitioner's  proposed  plant.

TOWN  OP  CARY  v.  SOUTHERN  RAILWAY  COMPANY  AND  SEABOARD 

AIR  LINE  RAILWAY. 

ORDER. 

Pell,  Commissioner:  This  cause  comes  up  on  a  petition  of  the  citizens  of 
Cary  for  a  union  passenger  depot  at  that  place. 

The  Commission  having  personally  inspected  the  situation  and  having 
heard  evidence  from  all  parties  interested,  it  is 

Ordered,  That  the  defendant  railroads,  the  Southern  Railway  Company 
and  Seaboard  Air  Line  Railway,  erect  in  the  town  of  Cary  a  union  passenger 
station  adequate  to  the  present  and  future  demands  of  said  connecting  point; 
that  said  station  be  erected  on  or  before  November  1,  1914;  that  plans  show- 
ing location  of  station  and  tracks,  as  well  as  plans  of  building,  be  submitted 
for  the  approval  of  the  Commission  by  September  10,  1914. 

It  is  further  ordered.  That  said  railway  companies  be  permitted  to  use 
their  present  depots  as  freight  depots,  but  that  the  Seaboard  Air  Line  Railway 
be  required  to  move  its  present  depot  ten  feet  west  of  its  present  location 
so  as  to  clear  the  street

FACILITIES. 

In  above  entitled  matter  petition  was  presented  to  the  Corporation  Com- 
mission to  require  the  Southern  Railway  Company  to  install  industrial  siding 
on  lands  of  the  petitioners  at  Ridgecrest  for  the  convenient  shipping  of 
lumber  and  other  forest  products  by  the  petitioners. 

Since  the  petition  was  filed  it  appears  from  correspondence  on  file  with 
the  Commission  that  the  parties  have  agreed  upon  a  location  and  terms  upon 
which  the  Southern  Railway  Company  was  to  put  in  this  siding  in  all  re- 
spects, except  as  to  cost  of  ballast  to  be  used  and  as  to  form  of  contract  cover- 
ing indemnity  to  the  Southern  Railway  Company  against  fire  damage  that 
may  be  caused  by  negligence  of  the  railway  company  or  its  agents;  and  it 
further  appearing  that  the  petitioners  have  already  complied  with  the  terms 
usually  imposed  by  the  Corporation  Commission  upon  petitioners  for  indus- 
trial sidings  by  doing  the  necessary  grading  and  furnishing  the  cross  and 
switch  ties;  it  is,  therefore, 

Ordebeo,  That  the  Southern  Railway  Company  furnish  all  other  necessary 
material  and  install  siding  for  use  of  the  petitioners  at  point  heretofore 
agreed  upon  by  them  within  ten  days  from  this  date.

CRAVEN  &   HOLMAN  v.   SOUTHERN   RAILWAY   COMPANY— PETITION 

FOR  SIDE  TRACK  FACILITIES. 

This  matter  was  heard  before  the  full  Commission  at  its  office  in  Raleigh, 
on  September  8,  1914,  the  petitioners  being  represented  by  H.  B.  Craven, 
Esq.,  one  of  the  petitioners,  and  the  defendant  by  Col.  William  A.  Henderson, 
Groneral  Solicitor  of  the  Southern  Railway  Company,  and  C.  C.  Hodges,  Esq., 
Division  Superintendent  of  the  Southern  Railway  Company. 

It  appeared  that  prior  to  August  24,  1914,  the  petitioners  and  the  defendant 
had  reached  an  agreement  in  respect  to  the  location  of  the  proposed  side 
track  and  the  terms  on  which  the  same  should  be  constructed.  In  all  respects, 
except  as  to  the  cost  of  the  ballast  to  be  used  and  a  stipulation  in  the  con- 
tract proposed  by  the  defendant  indemnifying  the  Southern  Railway  Com- 
pany from  liability  for  damage  caused  by  fire  to  the  property  of  the  peti- 
tioners through  the  negligence  of  the  railway  company.  Thereupon,  the 
Commission  on  August  24,  1914,  Issued  an  order  directing  that  the  siding  be 
erected  in  accordance  with  the  agreed  terms,  except  that  the  Railway  Com- 
pany should  pay  the  cost  of  ballast,  such  order,  in  effect,  requiring  the 
erection  of  this  siding  without  the  petitioners  signing  the  proposed  indemnity 
against  fire  damage  caused  by  the  negligence  of  the  defendant,  and  the 
defendant  was  required  to  install  the  siding  for  use  within  ten  days  from 
the  date  of  said  order. 

The  defendant  desiring  to  be  heard  fully  upon  its  right  to  require  the  sign- 
ing of  said  contract  before  erecting  said  siding  in  compliance  with  said  order, 
and  desiring  to  have  said  order  so  reformed  that  they  would  be  required  to 
build  said  siding  only  upon  condition  that  the  petitioners  sign  said  contract, 
the  hearing  was  had  as  above  recited. 
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The  clause  in  said  contract  which  petitioners  declined  to  sign  is  as  follows: 

That  it  will  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the  Railway  Company 
against  any  and  all  damage  resulting  from  the  negligence  of  the 
party  of  the  second  part,  its  servants  and  employees,  in  and  about 
said  industrial  track  and  the  right  of  way  therefore;  and,  further- 
more, against  any  and  all  claims,  demands,  suits,  judgments  or  sums 
of  money  accruing  for  loss  or  damage  by  fire  communicated  by  loco- 
motive engines  or  trains  of  the  Railway  Company  to  buildings  used  by 
the  party  of  the  second  part  in  connection  with  the  business  served 
by  said  industrial  track,  or  to  the  contents  of  such  buildings,  or  to 
other  property  stored  by  or  with  the  consent  of  the  party  of  the  sec- 
ond part  upon  or  near  said  industrial  track. 

The  defendant  insists,  and  we  find  it  to  be  a  fact,  that  a  contract  containing 
this  clause  is  signed  by  practically  all  persons  or  corporations  for  whom  a 
side  track  is  erected,  and  claim  that  they  have  a  right  to  require  it  in  all 
cases. 

The  Commission  entertains  serious  doubt  as  to  the  validity  of  this  clause, 
believing  that  the  Railway  Company  cannot  legally  contract  against  liability 
for  its  own  negligence.  But,  whether  it  be  legally  valid  or  not,  the  Commis- 
sion is  of  opinion  that  it  is  unreasonable  and  unjust  for  the  Railway  Company 
to  require  or  demand  such  a  stipulation  on  the  part  of  any  shippers,  and  this 
Commission  takes  this  occasion  to  express  its  disapproval  of  the  practice  of 
the  railway  companies  in  that  respect.  The  Commission  is  of  opinion  that  a 
shipper  who  has  sufficient  Business  to  offer  a  common  carrier  to  justify  the 
erection  of  a  side  track,  is  entitled  to  that  facility  without  any  conditioii 
which  does  not  apply  to  the  shippers  in  general.  The  effect  of  this  stipula- 
tion in  the  contract,  if  valid,  would  be  to  release  the  company  from  all  lia- 
bility for  damage  by  fire  caused  to  the  property  of  the  petitioners,  whether 
such  fire  was  set  out  by  engines  used  on  the  siding  or  by  engines  used  on  the 
main  track  and  totally  disconnected  with  the  business  done  on  the  side 
track,  and  without  regard  to  how  negligent  the  Railway  Company  might  be  in 
setting  out  such  fires.  We  can  not  see  any  reason  or  Justice  in  the  claim 
ot  the  company  that  it  has  the  right  to  demand  such  a  release  as  this  from 
a  shipper  as  a  condition  precedent  to  the  performance  of  its  public  duty  to 
furnish  him  with  such  reasonable  facilities  as  his  business  demands. 

The  Commission  is  further  of  the  opinion,  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  defend- 
ant company,  when  this  Commission  orders  it  to  erect  a  siding,  to  do  so, 
without  any  condition  or  contract  whatever  other  than  is  contained  and  re- 
quired in  the  order  of  the  Commission. 

The  Commission,  therefore,  declines  to  require  the  petitioners  to  sign  any 
contract  containing  the  indemnity  clause  above  recited,  or  one  substantially 
like  it,  and  declines  to  modify  the  order  of  August  24,  1914,  in  any  respect, 
except  that,  on  account  of  the  time  consumed  in  this  hearing,  the  time  within 
which  the  said  side  track  is  to  be  installed  by  the  defendant  company  is 
extended  to  the  25th  day  of  September,  1914.  E.  L.  Travis,

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CITIZENS    OF   CHERRYFIELD    v.    SOUTHERN    RAILWAY    COMPANY- 
DEPOT  FACILITIES. 

In  this  matter  petition  was  filed  with  the  Corporation  Commission  for  im- 
provements in  depot  and  loading  grounds  at  Cherryfield,  N.  C.  The  matter 
was  investigated  by  Commissioner  Lee  at  Cherryfield,  Mr.  J.  F.  Hays,  Man- 
ager, being  present,  represented  the  Southern  Railway  Company.  It  was 
agreed  that  the  following  improvements  should  be  made: 

That  the  side  track  should  be  moved  over  parallel  with  main  line;  the 
loading  ground  and  depot  ground  put  up  on  cinders;  and  that  sheds  should 
be  erected  on  both  sides  of  depot.  It  now  appears  that  these  improvements 
have  been  delayed  on  account  of  lumber  and  forest  products  stored  by  ship- 
pers on  the  right  of  way  of  the  railroad  company  and  the  grounds  blocked 
by  such  storage  so  as  to  prevent  moving  track  and  improvements  of  yard 
as  agreed  upon.    It  is,  therefore, 

Obdebed,  That  the  Southern  Railway  Company  proceed,  without  delay,  to 
require  the  removal  of  such  products  stored  on  its  right  of  way  as  interfere 
with  making  the  improvements  above  mentioned,  and  that  these  improve- 
ments be  completed  within  sixty  days  from  this  date.

CITIZENS  OF  SELMA  v.  ATLANTIC  COAST  LINE  RAILROAD  COMPANY

Pell,  Commissioner:  The  above  entitled  cause  came  on  to  be  heard  upon 
a  complaint  from  citizens  of  Selma  of  inadequate  station  facilities  at  the 
junction  of  defendant  roads  at  that  place.

IN  THE  MATTER  OF  LOCAL  AND  JOINT  HAUL  INTRASTATE  RATES 
OVER  SHORT  RAILROAD  LINES  AND  JOINT  HAULS  BETWEEN 
LONG  AND  SHORT  RAILROAD  LINES  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA. 

ORDER. 

Whereas,  The  Special  Intra-State  Rate  Commission  appointed  under  the 
provisions  of  the  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  known  as  the  Justice  Act, 
did  not  fix  or  adjust  intranstate  rates  for  local  and  joint  hauls  upon  the  rail- 
roads in  North  Carolina  owning  and  operating  not  more  than  seventy-five  (75) 
miles  of  railroad,  but  recommended  that  such  rates  be  fixed  by  the  Corpora- 
tion Commission  upon  a  uniform  basis  and  on  fair  relation  with  the  rates 
fixed  by  the  Special  Rate  Commission  for  longer  roads;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  necessary  that  pending  the  adjustment  of  such  rates  by  this 
Commission,  it  be  made  certain  what  the  charges  of  the  short  lines  should 
be  upon  joint  and  local  hauls;  and, 
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Whereas,  It  is  uncertain  what  should  be  the  charges  for  joint  hauls  be- 
tween longer  lines  and  the  said  short  lines  under  the  Justice  bill  and  the 
finding  ot^  the  Special  Rate  Commission;  it  is,  therefore, 

OaDEBED  by  the  Corporation  Commission,  That  the  joint  haul  and  local 
rates  of  all  independently  owned  and  operated  railroad  lines  in  North  Caro- 
lina less  than  seventy-five  miles  long,  on  intranstate  movements,  be  and 
remain  the  same  as  they  were  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  the  said  Justice 
Act,  except  in  so  far  as  there  may  have  been  specific  changes  since  made  by 
the  Corporation  Commission,  until  the  Corporation  Commission  shall  fix  and 
promulgate  new  rates  for  such  lines. 

It  is  also  obdebed,  That  until  further  order  of  the  Commission,  the  rates 
on  joint  hauls,  between  lines  more  than  seventy-five  miles  in  length  and  the 
said  short  lines  shall  be  the  new  local  rates  of  the  long  line  or  lines  as  fixed 
by  the  Special  Rate  Commission,  to  or  from  the  junction  point  with  the  short 
line,  less  twenty-five  per  cent  plus  the  rate  of  the  short  line  as  fixed  above 
for  the  distance  over  it.

The  Corporation  Commission  has  noted  that  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Rail- 
road Company  has  advertised  in  the  public  press  of  the  State,  that  it  is  issu- 
ing instructions  to  its  agents  throughout  the  State,  to  become  effective  on 
the  13th  day  of  October,  1914,  as  follows: 

"Freight  transported  between  points  on  this  line  will,  under  the 
terms  of  the  law,  be  forwarded  by  the  route  over  which  this  line's 
shortest  distance  is  obtained,  and  the  rate  of  this  line  for  said  short- 
est distance  will  be  applied  unless  the  shipper  instructs  thai  the 
freight  be  forwarded  by  another  route,  in  which  case  the  freight  will 
be  80  forwarded,  and  the  rate  applicable  by  said  other  route  will  be 
applied.  If  a  shipment  is  tendered  to  an  agent  of  this  line  without 
routing  instructions,  destined  to  a  point  reached  by  this  line,  it  will 
be  assumed  that  it  is  the  desire  of  the  shipper  that  the  freight  be 
transported  entirely  over  this  line,  even  at  a  higher  rate  than  may  be 
obtainable  if  forwarded  via  another  route.  On  shipments  so  for- 
warded without  specific  instructions  from  the  shipper,  this  company 
may  not,  under  the  law,  entertain  claims  for  overcharge  on  basis 
of  the  lower  rate  applicable  via  another  route." 

These  instructions  in  assuming  that  the  company  have  the  right  to  route 
shipments  by  the  longer  line  and  charge  therefor  a  higher  rate  than  would 
be  legal  upon  the  shorter  line  unless  specific  instructions  to  the  contrary  are 
given  by  the  shipper,  are  in  direct  violation  of  Rule  29  established  and  pro- 
mulgated by  the  Corporation  Commission,  which  reads  as  follows: 

"When  a  shipment  is  offered  at  a  point  where  there  are  two  routes 
over  connecting  lines  to  destination  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  railroad 
company  making  shipment  to  forward  same  by  shortest  route,  un- 
less the  rate  charged  over  the  longer  route  does  not  exceed  that  of  the 
shorter,  or  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  shipper." 
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The  Justice  Act,  Section  11,  proyides: 

"That  when  there  are  more  than  one  railroad  route  between  given 
points  in  North  Carolina,  and  freight  is  routed  or  directed  by  the  ship- 
per or  consignee  to  be  transported  over  a  shorter  route,  and  it  is  in 
fact  shipped  by  a  longer  route  between  such  points,  the  rate  fixed  by 
law  or  by  such  Commission  for  the  shorter  route  shall  be  the  maxi- 
mum rate  which  may  be  charged." 

The  Corporation  Commission,  however,  is  of  opinion  that  the  Justice  Act 
does  not  supersede  or  repeal  Rule  29  of  the  Corporation  Commission  above 
recited,  and  if  it  did  do  so,  there  is  nothing  preventing  the  Corporation  Com- 
mission under  its  power  to  adopt  and  prescribe  general  rules  governing  trans- 
portation of  freight  from  re-adopting  Rule  29. 

The  essential  difference  between  the  rule  of  the  Corporation  Commission, 
and  the  instructions  this  company  has  given  its  agents,  is  that  the  rule  of 
the  Commission  puts  the  burden  and  duty  of  routing  shipments  by  the  short- 
est line  at  the  lowest  rates  upon  the  railroad  companies,  and  they  cannot 
escape  this  duty  except  when  the  shipper  expressly  directs  the  shipment  by 
the  long  route.  But  the  instructions  this  company  has  given  its  agents 
reverses  this,  and  puts  the  burden  of  routing  the  shipment  by  the  short  line 
and  getting  the  lowest  rate  on  the  shipper,  the  majority  of  whom  never  think 
of  it,  and  are  uninformed  about  it,  so  that  if  the  shipper  happens  through 
inadvertence  or  otherwise  to  omit  to  give  express  instructions  to  route  it  by 
the  short  line,  the  Company  can  send  it  by  a  circuitous  long  line  at  a  higher 
rate. 

The  provision  of  the  Justice  Bill,  above  quoted,  entitles  the  shipper  to  the 
rate  via  the  short  line  whenever  the  railroad  company  may  move  the  same 
by  the  longer  line  only  when  the  shipper  has  directed  the  shipment  to  be 
moved  by  the  short  route,  and  it  may  be  that  the  company  has  construed 
this  as  giving  them  authority  for  the  instructions  which  they  have  given, 
bnt  as  already  stated,  the  Corporation  Commission  does  not  construe  the 
Justice  Act  as  abrogating  or  in  any  way  modifying  Rule  29  of  this  Commis- 
sion; it  is,  therefore, 

Obdebeet,  That  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  Company  at  once  withdraw 
the  said  instructions  given  to  its  agents  and  direct  and  instruct  them  to 
route  all  shipments  in  strict  accord  with  Rule  29  of  the  Corporation  Com- 
mission herein  quoted,  and  that  the  Commission  be  furnished  copies  of  such 
instructions.

IN  THE  MATTER  OF  THE  WITHDRAWAL  OF  SPECIAL  INTRASTATE 

FREIGHT  RATES. 

The  several  railroad  companies  engaged  in  intra-state  traflSc  in  North 
Carolina  having  filed  with  the  Corporation  Commission  a  number  of  supple- 
ments to  their  intra-state  freight  tariffs  withdrawing,  effective  October  13, 
1914,  special  rates  on  commodities  between  various  points  within  the  State 
of  North  Carolina,  and  the  Commission  being  of  opinion  that  the  withdrawal 
of  such  rates  wherever  such  withdrawal  has  the  effect  of  raising  existing 
rates  on  such  commodities  is  in  violation  of  the  Justice  Act  and  of  the  finding 
of  the  Special  Rate  Commission  appointed  thereunder;  it  is 

Ordered,  That  all  of  said  supplements  or  notices  of  the  withdrawal  of  said 
rates  be  and  they  are  hereby  disapproved  by  the  Corporation  Commission  in 
so  far  as  they  have  the  effect  of  raising  existing  rates  between  points  in 
North  Carolina;  and  it  is 

Ordered,  That  such  rates  be  continued  in  effect.

IN  THE  MATTER  OF  WITHDRAWAL  OF  SPECIAL  INTRA-STATE 

FREIGHT  RATES. 

The  general  mileage  scale  of  rates  fixed  by  the  Special  Rate  Commission 
under  the  Justice  Act  became  effective  on  October  13,  1914,  applying  to  the 
following  railroad  companies  engaged  in  the  transportation  of  freight  between 
points  in  this  State: 

Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  Company, 
Norfolk  Southern  Railroad  Company, 
Seaboard  Air  Line  Railway, 
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Southern  Railway  Company, 
Carolina  and  Northwestern  Railway  Company, 
Carolina,  Clinchfield  and  Ohio  Railway  Company 
Norfolk  and  Western  Railway  Company. 
Winston-Salem  Southbound  Railway  Company. 

On  the  day  before  these  rates  became  effective  the  railroad  companies  above 
named  filed  with  the  Corporation  Commission  tariffs  withdrawing  all  special 
rates  formerly  in  effect,  whether  such  rates  were  higher  or  lower  than  the 
mileage  scale  of  rates  fixed  by  the  Special  Rate  Commission. 

The  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  known  as  the  Justice  Act,  carried  the 
following  section  with  respect  to  continuance  of  special  commodity  rates: 

"That  whenever  any  commodity  or  particular  kind  of  property  is 
at  the  time  of  the  ratification  of  this  act  allowed  to  be  shipped  at  a 
rate  to  be  charged  by  any  railroad  company,  which  rate  is  lower  than 
the  maximum  rates  specified  in  this  act  for  the  shipment  of  such  arti- 
cle, or  for  the  class  in  which  such  article  is  assigned,  by  lawful  clas- 
sification at  the  time  of  the  ratification  of  this  act,  or  when  such  ar- 
ticle is  not  assigned  to  any  class,  such  rate  so  charged  for  the  ship- 
ment of  such  commodity  or  property  shall  be  the  maximum  rate 
which  shall  lawfully  be  charged,  unless  the  same  be  raised  in  the 
manner  and  imder  the  circumstances  contemplated,  provided  for,  and 
allowed  by  the  provisions  of  this  act  for  an  increase  in  the  maximum 
rate  fixed  by  this  slcV* 

The  report  of  the  Special  Rate  Commission  carried  the  following  pro- 
vision : 

"Existing  rates  on  commodities  not  mentioned  in  this  schedule  are 
continued  in  effect." 

The  withdrawal  by  the  railway  lines  of  all  special  rates  lower  than  the 
mileage  scale  of  rates  prescribed  by  the  Special  Rate  Commission  appeared 
to  the  Corporation  Commission  to  be  in  violation  of  the  provision  of  the 
Justice  Act  and  of  the  Special  Rate  Commission  above  quoted,  and  the  Cor- 
poration Commission,  therefore,  made  general  order  on  October  12,  1914, 
disapproving  the  withdrawal  of  special  rates  formerly  in  effect  which  were 
lower  than  rates  prescribed  by  the  Special  Rate  Commission  and  ordering 
that  such  lower  rates  be  continued  in  effect.  This  order  was  made  without 
notice  to  the  Railroad  companies  interested,  as  the  withdrawal  tariffs  filed 
with  the  Commission  one  day  before  they  were  to  become  effective  gave  no 
opportunity  for  notice  and  hearing,  but  upon  exception  to  the  order  and  upon 
special  request  from  the  railroad  companies  a  formal  hearing  was  given 
them  by  the  Commission  at  its  oflSce  in  Raleigh  October  26,  1914. 

At  this  hearing  it  was  contended  by  the  railroad  companies  that  the  pro- 
vision of  the  Justice  Act  requiring  that  special  rates  formerly  in  effect  lower 
than  the  mileage  rates  prescribed  be  continued  in  effect  was  in  conflict  with 
section  9  of  this  act,  which  prohibits  in  absolute  terms  any  violation  of  the 
long-and-short-haul  principle,  and  that  the  special  rates  in  question  do  violate 
this  principle;  that,  therefore,  they  could  not  comply  with  both  of  these 
provisions.  It  was  further  contended  that  it  was  well  understood  to  be  the 
principle  underlying  the  Justice  Act  that  distance  should  be  the  measure  of 
all  rates  and  that  all  rates  should  be  placed  on  a  strict  mileage  basis,  and 
that  the  Special  Rate  Commission  having,  after  careful  investigation  fixed 
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a  reasonable  maximum  scale  of  mileage  rates,  they  should  be  permitted  to 
apply  these  rates  to  all  traffic  between  points  in  the  State.  It  was  contended 
that  the  only  possible  way  by  which  such  special  rates  could  be  continued 
in  effect  without  violation  of  the  long-and-short-haul  section  of  the  act  would 
be  by  a  reduction  of  all  intermediate  rates  on  lines  where  such  special  com- 
modity rates  were  formerly  in  effect;  that  it  would  not  only  be  grossly  unfair 
to  the  railroads  to  require  that  this  be  done,  but  that  it  would  widen  the 
scope  of  discrimination  as  between  shippers,  and  that  differing  scales  of  rates 
on  the  same  commodity  would  thereby  be  made  to  apply  on  different  lines 
of  roads  and  on  different  sections  of  the  same  line  of  road  wherever  for 
special  competitive  reason  a' special  rate  had  heretofore  been  made  between 
particular  points. 

The  Corporation  Commission,  earnestly  desiring  to  effectuate  the  legislative 
will,  is  impressed  with  the  difficulties  of  reconciling  these  conflicting  views, 
but  the  legislative  declaration  that  "special  commodity  rates  formerly  in 
effect  and  lower  than  the  mileage  rates  prescribed  are  to  be  continued  in 
effect,"  is  too  plain  and  practical  to  be  ignored.  These  special  rates  were 
put  in  effect  by  the  voluntary  act  of  the  carriers  themselves.  It  is  recognized 
that  they  were  put  into  effect  to  meet  special  conditions  obtaining  with 
respect  to  transportation  of  particular  commodities  between  particular  points 
that  did  not  obtain  with  respect  to  intermediate  points,  and  would  not  have 
been  put  into  effect  between  such  points  if  it  had  been  anticipated  that  such 
rates  were  to  be  used  as  the  measure  of  rates  to  Intermediate  points  where 
like  conditions  of  transportation  and  competition  did  not  prevail. 

It  is  further  recognized  that  within  less  than  sixty  days  legislative  author- 
ity will  again  assemble,  and  that  the  railroad  companies  will  then  have 
opportunity  to  present  to  the  legislative  authority  their  views  on  this  ques- 
tion.   Pending  further  legislative  expression,  it  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  the'  former  order  of  the  Corporation  Commission  in  this 
cause,  made  on  October  12,  1914,  is  hereby  modified  so  as  to  permit  the  with- 
drawal of  special  commodity  or  class  rates  where  such  rates  were  made  to 
meet  competition  of  a  longer  line  with  a  shorter  line  between  specific  points, 
and  that  in  all  other  respects  the  said  order  of  October  12,  1914,  be  continued 
in  force  and  effect.     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  defendant  railroad  companies  immediately  put  into 
full  force  and  effect  all  such  special  rates  formerly  in  effect,  except  where  such 
rates  were  made  over  commodity  longer  routes  to  meet  rates  in  effect  by  a 
shorter  route,  and  that  refund  be  made  by  such  railroad  companies  to  all 
shippers  who  have  been  charged  increased  rates  by  reason  of  withdrawal  of 
such  special  commodity  rates  as  are  not  permitted  to  be  withdrawn  by  this 
order  within  thirty  days  from  date  of  filing  of  claims  for  such  overcharges. 

With  respect  to  rates  to  or  from  any  intermediate  point  over  any  railroad 
line  or  lines  where  any  such  special  commodity  rate  is  applied  between 
specific  points  under  this  order,  the  Commission  will  give  prompt  considera- 
tion to  any  complaint  from  any  shipper  who  may  be  aggrieved  by  the  con- 
tinuance of  such  special  rates,  or  by  any  failure  to  apply  such  special  rates 
to  or  from  any  intermediate  points.

OBDEB. 

This  matter  coming  on  to  be  heard  upon  the  application  of  the  Southern 
Railway  Company  for  specific  authority  to  cancel  tariffs  carrying  specific 
commodity  rates  between  points  in  North  Carolina  under  the  provisions  of 
the  general  order  made  by  the  Corporation  Commission  on  the  23d  day  of 
November,  1914,  the  company  asks  leave  to  cancel  all  the  tariffs  set  out  in 
its  Exhibit  A,  upon  the  ground  that  the  rates  therein  published  are  obsolete, 
and  to  cancel  those  shown  in  Exhibit  B,  because  it  is  alleged  that  the  same 
rates  are  brought  forward  in  the  newly  published  tariffs,  and  those  con- 
tained in  Exhibit  C,  because  the  rates  upon  the  same  commodities  are  re- 
duced in  the  new  rates  published  under  the  ruling  of  the  Special  Rate  Com- 
mission. Those  in  Exhibit  D,  upon  the  ground  that  they  were  rates  which 
were  made  to  meet  the  rates  over  shorter  lines.  Those  in  Exhibit  E,  because 
they  would  be  brought  forward  in  a  supplement  to  the  new  tariff.  Those  in 
Exhibit  F,  for  particular  reasons  assigned  in  said  exhibit  as  to  each  tariff. 
And  they  ask  leave  to  continue  in  effect  the  tariffs  shown  in  Exhibit  G,  be- 
cause they  have  interstate  application. 

Upon  consideration  of  the  whole  matter,  it  is 

Oboered,  That  the  Southern  Railway  Company  be  authorized  to  withdraw 
and  cancel  all  the  tariffs  shown  in  their  said  Exhibits  A,  B,  C,  D,  E,  and  F, 
subject  to  review  upon  complaint,  with  the  following  exceptions: 

In  Exhibit  C,  Tariff  I  C  C-A  4905,  rates  on  fertilizer  from  Charlotte  to 
Carolina  Clinchfield  and  Ohio  stations  are  continued  in  effect  where  lower  than 
the  new  rates  established  by  the  Special  Rate  Commission: 

In  Exhibit  F.  Tariff  1770,  carrying  rates  on  smoking  tobacco  from  Durham 
to  Wilmington. 

Tariff  I  C  C-A  4719  carrying  rates  on  plug  and  smoking  tobacco  from 
WinstoD-Salem  to  Wilmington. 

Tariff  3500  carrying  stone  rates  between  certain  points  in  North  Carolina 
are  to  te  continued  in  effect. 

Also,  in  Exhibit  F,  Tariff  I  C  C-A  3525,  mileage  rates  between  Southern 
Railway,  Mount  Airy,  Sanford  branch,  Atlantic  Coast  Line  and  Atlantic  and 
Yadkin  division  stations  are  to  be  revised  and  continued  in  effect  where 
lower  than  the  new  rates  prescribed  by  the  Special  Rate  Commission.  The 
tariffs  in  Exhibit  G  are  continued  in  effect.

Nos.  108  and  131  between  Greensboro  and  Goldsboro; 
Nos.  132  and  133  between  Sanford  and  Mount  Airy  he  denied. 

The  application  as  to  Nos.  45  and  46  between  Greensboro  and  Charlotte 
is  reserved  for  further  consideration. 

It  is  further  ordered,  That  where  trains  have  been  allowed  to  be  dis- 
continued the  company  shall  arrange  to  stop  the  remaining  trains  at  such 
points  as  will  enable  them  to  do  the  local  work  that  is  now  being  done  by 
trains  discontinued,  and  that  a  sufficient  number  of  additional  coaches  shall 
be  put  on  the  remaining  trains  to  accommodate  the  traveling  public. 

The  leave  herein  granted  to  discontinue  certain  passenger  trains  Is  given 
on  account  of  substantial  decrease  in  revenue  of  the  company  during  the 
months  of  August  and  September,  and  particularly  during  the  last  week  of 
September  and  is  understood  to  be  temporary  and  the  company  will  be  re- 
quired to  restore  the  service  when  conditions  Improve  sufficiently  to  war- 
rant it

HART-WARD  HARDWARE  COMPANY  v.  SEABOARD  AIR  LINE  RAIL- 
WAY. 

ORDER. 

The  plaintiff  complains  that  defendant  refuses  to  switch  and  place  car  of 
lime  C.  of  N.  J.  Car  No.  30838  arriving  at  Raleigh.  N.  C.  from  Lillington, 
N.  C.  Plaintiff's  warehouse  is  located  on  side  track  of  the  defendant  in  the 
city  of  Raleigh,  which  side  track  is  habitually  used  by  plaintiff  from  which 
to  unload  freight  into  its  warehouse.  Defendant  contends  the  side  track 
is  also  used  for  team  track  purposes  and  therefore  declines  to  switch  thereto 
cars  of  competitive  freight  arriving  over  other  lines. 

The  Commission  is  of  the  opinion  that  under  the  circumstances  in  this 
case  the  said  car  should  be  switched  for  the  usual  switching  charge  of  $2; 
it  is  therefore 

Ordered,  That  the  defendant  Seaboard  Air  Line  Railway  forthwith  switch 
and  place  the  said  car  alongside  the  warehouse  of  the  plaintiff  for  unloading 
at  the  said  usual  switching  charge  of  $2.

IN  THE  MATTER  OF  TELEPHONE  RATES  FOR  THE  TOWN  OF  GRAHAM. 

Lee,  Commissioner:  In  the  above  matter  application  was  made  to  the 
Commission  by  the  Southern  Bell  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  to 
approve  a  scale  of  telephone  exchange  rates  for  the  town  of  Graham.  Copy 
of  the  application  was  furnished  to  the  mayor  and  board  of  aldermen  of 
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Graham,  and  upon  advice  that  there  was  opposition  to  the  approval  of  the 
proposed  rates  the  matter  was  set  for  hearing  at  the  office  of  the  Commission 
in  Raleigh  on  October  2,  1914,  and  was  further  heard  on  October  the  8th. 

The  telephone  subscribers  in  the  town  of  Graham  are  served  through  the 
exchange  at  Burlington,  the  distance  between  them  being  approximately  two 
and  one-half  miles,  and  the  subscribers  in  each  town  have  free  communica- 
tion with  all  the  subscribers  in  both.  This  is  mutually  advantageous  and 
generally  desirable. 

The  Southern  Bell  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  recently  put  in  an 
entire  new  telephone  plant  in  Burlington  at  an  expenditure  of  |22,000,  and 
under  agreement  with  the  mayor  and  board  of  aldermen  for  an  increase  in 
rates  on  account  of  additional  expenditure  and  improved  service  in  the  same 
amount  it  is  now  proposed  to  increase  the  rates  in  Graham,  when  new  equip- 
ment and  improved  service  is  furnished  the  Graham  subscribers. 

It  appears  that  the  rates  in  Graham  have  always  been  on  a  scale  fifty  cents 
per  month  higher  than  in  Burlington  for  the  reason  that  Graham  is  furnished 
from  the  Burlington  exchange,  requiring  an  additional  cable  service  of 
approximately  two  and  a  half  miles  greater  in  length  than  is  required  to 
serve  the  Burling^ton  subscribers. 

It  further  appears  that  eighty-two  per  cent  of  the  subscribers  in  Graham 
have  consented  to  the  rates  the  Commission  is  now  asked  to  approve. 

Upon  consideration  of  all  the  facts,  it  is 

Obdebed,  That  the  following  scale  of  rates  be  approved  for  the  Graham 
telephone  exchange,  to  become  effective  when  the  Southern  Bell  Telephone 
and  Telegraph  Company  installs  the  new  equipment  in  accordance  with  its 
proposal  of  agreement  to  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  Graham :

Unlimited  Duplex  Line  Business  Stations  per  month 3.50 

Unlimited  Special  Line  Residence  Stations 'per  month 2.50 

Unlimited  Duplex  Line  Residence  Stations  per  month 2.00 

Party  line  rates  to  extend  for  radius  of  two  miles  from  Graham  courthouse: 

Unlimited  party  line  Business  Stations  per  month |3.50 

Unlimited  party  line  Residence  Stations  per  month 2.00

CITIZENS    OF    JEFFERSON    v.    VIRGINIA    CAROLINA    RAILWAY    COM- 
PANY. 

Lee,  Commissioner:  Petition  in  above  entitled  cause  was  filed  with  the 
Corporation  Commission  August  28,  1914,  alleging  that  the  defendant  railway 
company  was  constructing  its  line  of  road  from  Abingdon,  Virginia,  into  Ashe 
County,  passing  within  one  and  one-quarter  miles  from  the  courthouse  at 
Jefferson;  that  it  was  preparing  to  erect  its  depot  on  the  McNeill  farm,  two 
and  a  half  miles  from  the  courthouse,  and  praying  that  the  said  railroad 
company  be  required  to  construct  its  depot  at  a  point  nearest  to  Jefferson, 
or  at  the  Smithdeal  farm. 
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A  public  hearing  of  the  matter  was  had  at  Jefferson  October  l5,  1914,  two 
members  of  the  Commission  being  present.  Testimony  was  taken,  which 
is  of  record  in  this  case,  and  the  Commissioners  also  made  a  personal  in- 
spection of  the  proposed  locations. 

The  petitioners  were  represented  at  the  hearing  by  J.  B.  Councill,  W.  R. 
Bauguess,  and  G.  L.  Park. 

The  VirglniarCarolina  Railway  Company  was  represented  by  R.  A.  Dough- 
ton  and  T.  C.  Bowie. 

A  hearing  for  argument  was  also  had  before  the  Commission  in  Raleigh 
December  1st,  the  petitioners  being  represented  by  G.  L.  Park  and  J.  S. 
Manning,  and  the  Virginia-Carolina  Railway  Company  by  T.  C.  Bowie. 

From  the  testimony  and  personal  investigation  it  appears  that  the  geogra- 
phy of  the  situation  forms  a  triangle,  the  three  points  of  the  triangle  being 
represented  by  Jefferson,  the  Smithdeal  site  and  the  McNeill  site.  The  near- 
est approach  to  the  courthouse  at  Jefferson  by  the  railroad  line  is  about  one 
and  one-quarter  miles,  air-line,  with  a  mountainous  range  running  between 
Jefferson  and  the  railroad.  The  distance  from  Jefferson  to  the  point  on  the 
railroad  on  the  Smithdeal  farm,  at  which  petitioners  ask  that  depot  be  located, 
and  by  a  survey  of  a  new  road  which  it  is  proposed  to  build  in  case  depot  is 
located  at  this  point,  is  1.47  mile.  The  distance  by  the  present  road  is 
greater  than  this. 

The  distance  from  Jefferson  to  the  McNeill  place  by  the  present  road  is 
2.29  miles,  making  a  difference  in  favor  of  the  Smithdeal  site,  from  a  stand- 
point of  distance,  of  .82  mile. 

Prom  the  testimony  and  inspection  made  it  appears  that  the  Smithdeal  site 
is  located  on  a  prong  of  the  Buffalo  Creek,  in  a  narrow  strip  of  bottom  land, 
through  which  the  creek  runs,  with  not  more  than  200  feet  between  the  creek 
and  the  railroad,  at  the  point  of  the  proposed  depot  location,  and  this  is  of 
low  bottom  land  of  the  character  known  as  made-land,  by  filling  in  from  the 
hills.  There  was  testimony  that  the  land  is  of  an  unfirm,  boggy  nature,  and 
that  at  the  time  of  the  hearing  in  Jefferson  there  was  water  standing  on  it 
from  two  to  fifteen  inches  deep,  running  in  from  the  hills  on  account  of  the 
heavy  rain  at  that  time.  Aside,  however,  from  the  objectionable  character 
of  the  land  at  this  location,  it  appears  that  there  is  not  sufficient  land  avail- 
able that  could  be  used  for  depot  purposes  to  furnish  sufficient  room  for 
handling  the  traffic  that  would  come  to  the  railroad  from  the  surrounding 
territory,  or  for  the  accommodation  of  such  development  as  should  naturally 
seek  a  convenient  location  with  reference  to  railroad  facilities. 

The  McNeill  site  is  conceded  by  all  to  be  an  ideal  location  for  a  depot  from 
every  standpoint,  with  exception  of  its  being  .82  mile  more  distant  from 
Jefferson. 

The  Commission  is  of  opinion  that  the  railroad  company  is  entitled  to 
locate  its  depot  at  a  point  where  adequate  facilities  can  be  provided  for 
handling  the  business  that  will  naturally  come  to  it  from  the  large  territory 
to  be  served  by  it  at  this  point.  We  are  ^Iso  of  the  opinion  that  the  McNeill 
place  is  the  nearest  site  to  the  town  of  Jefferson  that  will  serve  this  purpose, 
and,  believe  that  the  best  interests  of  the  people  of  Ashe  County  will  be 
served  by  the  location  of  the  depot  at  this  point. 

The  petition  is,  therefore,  dismissed.

FEAR  AND  YADKIN  VALLEY  RAILROAD  PURSUANT  TO  A  RESOLU- 
TION OF  THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA  AT  ITS 
REGULAR  SESSION  OF  1913  ENTITLED  "A  RESOLUTION  IN  RE- 
GARD TO  THE  ATLANTIC  AND  YADKIN  RAILROAD  COMPANY." 

(Page  470,  Public  Laws,  Session  1913.)

STATE  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA— BEFORE  THE  CORPORATION  COM- 
MISSION. 

Hon.  T.  W.  Bickett,  Attorney-General  of  North  Carolina. 

By  resolution  entitled  "A  resolution  in  regard  to  the  Atlantic  and  Yadkin 
Railway  Company,"  page  470,  Public  Laws,  Session  1913,  the  Corporation 
Commission  was  authorized  to  investigate  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  sale 
of  the  Atlantic  and  Yadkin  Railway  Company  to  the  Wilmington  and  Weldon 
Railroad  Company  and  the  Southern  Railway  Company,  and  report  the  facts 
disclosed  by  such  investigation  to  the  Attorney-General  of  the  State. 

Pursuant  to  that  resolution  the  Commission  instituted  such  investigation 
and  summoned  before  it  for  examination  the  principal  officers  of  the  Southern 
Railway  Company  and  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  Company,  successor  to 
the  Wilmington  and  Weldon  Railroad  Company,  and  other  witnesses,  the 
first  hearing  being  held  at  the  office  of  the  Corporation  Commission  on  the 
8th  day  of  September,  1913,  and  a  second  hearing  at  said  office  on  the  27th 
day  of  January,  1914. 

The  witnesses  from  whom  the  most  important  information  was  elicited  were 
Mr.  Henry  Walters,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Atlantic  Coast 
Line  Railroad  Company;  Captain  J.  W.  Fry,  formerly  Superintendent  and 
Manager  of  the  Cape  Fear  and  Yadkin  Valley  Railroad  Company,  and  Mr. 
W.  E.  Kyle,  formerly  Traffic  Manager  of  that  line. 

It  developed  that  Mr.  Henry  Walters  was  the  officer  who  acted  for  the 
purchasers  in  the  sale  of  the  Cape  Fear  and  Yadkin  Valley  Railroad  Company 
and  bid  in  the  same,  and  he  made  a  very  frank,  full  and  clear  statement  in 
respect  to  all  the  facts  and  circumstances  affecting  the  sale. 

In  further  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  said  resolution,  we  report  to 
you  the  facts  disclosed  by  such  investigation,  as  follows: 
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acting  for  that  line,  ascertained  from  Mr.  Samuel  Spencer,  President  x>f  the 
Southern  Railway  Company,  that  the  latter  company  was  also  purchasing 
these  honds  through  its  committee  organization  in  New  York.  They 
thereupon  entered  into  an  agreement  or  understanding  that  the  two  roads  or 
their  officers  would  act  together  in  the  matter,  securing  as  many  of  these 
honds  as  they  could  and  securing  a  sale  of  the  property  in  divisions  so  that 
the  Southern  Railway  Company  might  purchase  the  part  it  desired  and  the 
Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  Company  might  purchase  the  part  it  desired. 
Pursuant  to  this  understanding  Geo.  F.  Baker  and  others,  representing  the 
New  York  committee  of  bondholders,  intervened  in  the  proceeding  on  Decem- 
ber 20,  1895,  and  asked  for  a  sale  of  the  property  In  divisions.  J.  W.  Midden- 
dorf  and  others,  representing  a  Baltimore  committee  of  bondholders  control- 
ling a  majority  of  the  "B"  and  "C"  bonds,  also  intervened  and  opposed  a  sale 
in  divisions  and  insisted  that  the  system  be  sold  as  a  whole.  This  latter  com- 
mittee was  understood  to  be  representing  the  interests  of  the  Seaboard  Air 
Line  Railway,  but  this  was  not  disclosed  by  any  direct  testimony  In  the 
Investigation. 
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The  matter  was  heard  before  Judge  Slmonton,  and  his  ruling  is  reported 
In  the  82d  Federal  Reporter,  page  344.  He  refused  to  permit  the  road  to  be 
dismembered  and  sold  In  divisions  and  ordered  that  it  be  sold  as  an  entirety^ 
and  said  in  this  connection: 

"That  the  sale  must  be  a  public  auction,  open  to  the  whole  world; 
It  must  not  be  chilled  and  impeded  by  the  adoption  In  advance  of  any 
plan  of  reorganization;  the  sale  and  purchase  In  point  of  time  as 
well  as  in  point  of  law  must  precede  any  attempt  at  reorganization."

"The  Cape  Fear  and  Yadkin  Valley  Railroad  is  the  result  of  earnest 
and  persistent  efTort  upon  the  part  of  the  citizens  of  North  Carolina 
to  secure  a  railroad  from  tidewater  to  the  mountains.  Aided  by 
liberal  appropriations  and  material  assistance  of  the  Legislature  and 
of  counties  Interested  in  the  project,  the  purpose  and  intention  of  the 
State  was  to  secure  an  entire  line  of  railway  from  Its  principal  sea- 
port to  the  Virgrlnla  line.  If,  therefore,  the  property  were  offered 
for  sale  at  auction  In  separate  divisions,  It  could,  probably  would 
result  in  a  disruption  of  the  entire  system  against  the  purpose  of 
and  defeat  the  ends  sought  by  the  State  In  which  the  corporation  was 
created  and  to  which  It  owes  its  existence  and  its  powers." 
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The  Legrlslature  of  North  Carolina  at  its  session  in  1897  amended  the 
statute  which  formerly  provided  that  any  company  purchasing  the  franchise, 
property  and  rights  of  a  railroad  company  at  a  judicial  sale  should  In  conse- 
quence of  such  sale  and  conveyance  succeed  to  all  such  franchises,  rights  and 
privileges  and  perform  all  such  duties  as  would  have  been  or  should  have 
been  performed  by  the  first  company.    This  amendment  was  as  follows: 

"In  the  event  of  the  sale  of  a  railroad  in  foreclosure  of  a  mortgage 
or  deed  of  trust,  whether  under  a  decree  of  court  or  otherwise,  the 
corporation  created  by  or  In  consequence  of  such  sale,  shall  succeed 
to  all  the  franchises,  rights  and  privileges  of  said  original  corpora- 
tion, only  when  such  sale  Is  of  all  the  railroad  owned  by  the  company 
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and  described  in  the  mortgage  or  deed  of  trust  and  when  said  railroad 
is  sold  as  an  entirety." 
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A  rehearing  was  had  before  Judge  Simonton  in  June,  1897,  when  he  re- 
affirmed his  first  order,  refusing  to  allow  a  sale  by  divisions  and  referred 
to  this  statute.  An  appeal  was  then  taken  from  the  ruling  of  Judge  Simon- 
ton  to  the  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  of  the  United  States  by  the  New  York 
Committee  of  bondholders,  and  in  May,  1898,  the  decree  of  Judge  Simonton 
was  affirmed  by  that  Court.  Judge  GofP,  in  delivering  the  opinion  of  that 
Court,  said: 


«4 


'A  connected  railroad,  one  of  the  length,  character,  and  importance 
of  the  Cape  Fear  and  Tadkln  Valley,  involving  as  it  does  such  large 
sums  of  money  to  its  bond  holders  and  its  stockholders,  and  in  which 
the  people  of  the  State  to  which  it  owes  its  existence  are  so  deeply 
interested,  should,  if  at  all  practicable,  be  kept  together  as  one  sys- 
tem, and  sold  as  an  entirety." 
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That  the  representatives  of  the  Wilmington  and  Weldon  Railroad  Company 
and  the  Southern  Railway  Company  thus  finding  that  they  could  not  procure 
the  sale  to  be  made  in  divisions  held  a  conference  at  which  it  was  agreed 
that  they  would  buy  the  road  jointly  for  the  two  companies  and  afterwards 
make  some  arrangement  by  which  that  part  of  the  road  North  of  Sanford 
would  be  operated  by  the  Southern  Railway  Company  and  that  part  south 
of  Sanford  by  the  Wilmington  and  Weldon  Railroad  Company,  but  they  did 
not  enter  into  any  detailed  or  specific  plan  as  to  how  this  would  be  accom< 
plished.  In  pursuance  of  this  understanding,  Mr.  Harry  Walters,  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Wilmington  and  Weldon  Railroad  Company, 
attended  the  sale  and  bid  off  the  property  in  the  names  of  H.  Walters,  B.  F. 
Newcomer,  Michael  Jenkins  and  Warren  G.  Elliott,  it  not  being  disclosed 
at  the  time  in  whose  interests  the  purchase  was  made.  The  purchase,  was, 
however,  in  fact  made  jointly  for  the  Wilmington  and  Weldon  Railroad 
Company  and  the  Southern  Railway  Company,  the  individuals  just  named 
constituting  the  Chairman  and  Executive  Committee  of  the  Wilmington  and 
Weldon  Railroad  Company.  The  sale  occurred  at  Fayetteville,  North  Caro- 
lina, on  the  29th  day  of  December,  1898,  some  of  the  principal  officers  of  the 
Southern  Railway  Company  being  present  as  well  as  those  of  the  Wilmington 
and  Weldon  Railroad  Company  heretofore  named. 
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That  the  said  H.  Walters,  B.  F.  Newcomer,  Michael  Jenkins  and  Warren  G. 
Elliott,  under  the  provisions  of  the  statute,  declared  themselves  a  corporation 
under  the  name  of  the  Atlantic  and  Yadkin  Railway  Company,  and  at  the 
session  of  the  Legislature  of  North  Carolina  in  1899  procured  a  charter  by 
act  ratified  on  the  23d  day  of  February,  1899,  duly  incorporating  the  said 
Atlantic  and  Yadkin  Railway  Company,  in  which  it  is  declared  that  such 
company  shall  have: 

"Shall  have  all  the  powers,  rights  and  franchises  which  were  enjoyed 
by  the  Cape  Fear  and  Yadkin  Valley  Railroad  Company." 

It  is  further  provided  in  said  charter: 

"Section  6.  The  said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  consolidate 
with  any  other  railroad  company  organized  under  the  laws  of  this 
State  with  which  it  may  connect  directly  or  Indirectly  on  such  terms 
and  conditions  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  and  between  the  stock- 
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holders  of  this  and  any  other  such  company;  provided,  that  any  cor- 
poration or  company  consolidated  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  a  domestic  corporation  and  subject  to  the  laws  and  jurisdic- 
tion of  North  Carolina." 

That  at  said  session  of  the  Legislature  in  1899  another  act  was  passed  au- 
thorizing the  Wilmington  and  Weldon  Railroad  Company  to  change  its  name 
to  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  Company  of  North  Carolina,  which  con- 
tained this  provision: 

"That  authority  is  hereby  given  to  the  Wilmington  and  Weldon 
Railroad  Company  to  consolidate  or  to  merge  its  railroad  with  or  to 
buy  or  lease  the  railroad  or  railroads  of  any  other  railroad  company 
with  which  it  may  connect,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  organized 
under  the  laws  of  this  State  or  of  any  adjoining  State  which,  under 
the  laws  of  this  or  such  other  State,  may  have  power  to  consolidate, 
merge,  sell  or  lease  its  road;  and  any  such  other  company  shall 
have  the  right  to  consolidate,  merge,  sell  or  lease  its  railroad  in  whole 
or  in  part  with  or  to  the  Wilmington  and  Weldon  Railroad  Company; 
and  such  consolidation,  merger,  sale  or  lease  may  be  made  between 
the  Wilmington  and  Weldon  Railroad  Company  and  any  other  such 
company  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by 
a  majority  of  the  stockholders  of  each  corporation  entitled  to  vote  at 
all  stockholders'  meetings." 
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Sometime  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  about  May,  1899,  all  of  the  stock 
of  the  Atlantic  and  Yadkin  Railway  Company  was  turned  over  and  transferred 
by  its  incorporators  to  the  Southern  Railway  Company,  and  thereupon  the 
Southern  Railway  Company,  on  the  13th  day  of  May,  1899,  acting  as  stock- 
holder of  the  Atlantic  and  Yadkin  Railroad  Company,  sold  and  ordered 
conveyed  to  the  Wilmington  and  Weldon  Railroad  Company  all  that  part  of 
the  Atlantic  and  Yadkin  Railway  Company  between  San  ford  and  Wilmington, 
retaining  for  its  own  control  that  part  of  the  road  from  Sanford  to  Mount 
Airy,  thus  completing  the  agreement  under  which  the  property  was  purchased 
by  Mr.  Walters  and  his  associates.  The  property  has  ever  since  been  con- 
trolled and  operated  by  the  two  companies  according  to  this  division.  The 
deed  made  to  the  Wilmington  and  Weldon  Railroad  Company  on  the  15th  day 
of  May,  1899,  for  the  part  of  the  Atlantic  and  Yadkin  Railway  south  of  Sanford 
was  made  upon  the  express  consideration  of  one  million  eight  hundred  thous- 
and ($1,800,000)  dollars  in  bonds  of  the  Wilmington  and  Weldon  Railroad 
Company,  payable  in  fifty  (50)  years  and  secured  by  a  deed  of  trust  upon  that 
par^  of  the  Atlantic  and  Yadkin  Railway  Company.  These  bonds  were  later 
exchanged  by  the  holders  for  the  bonds  of  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad 
Company.  On  the  same  day,  the  15th  day  of  May,  1899,  the  Atlantic  and  Yad- 
kin  Railway  Company  executed  a  deed  of  trust  upon  the  remaining  portion  of 
its  line,  that  is  the  part  north  of  Sanford,  to  the  Central  Trust  Company  of 
New  York  to  secure  a  bond  issue  of  one  million  ,  five  hundred  thousand 
($1,500,000)  dollars,  and  provided  that  these  bonds  should  be  delivered  to 
H.  Walters,  Benj.  P.  Newcomer  and  others  as  trustees  and  that  neither  the 
said  committee  nor  any  member  thereof  or  their  assigns  should  be  held  ac- 
countable to  the  company  or  to  the  trustees  for  the  said  bonds  or  for  the 
disposition  or  the  use  of  them.  These  bonds  were  delivered  by  these  trustees 
to  the  Southern  Railway  Company  to  reimburse  it  for  its  part  of  the  purchase 
money  advanced  at  the  time  of  the  sale.

We  find  that  the  Cape  Fear  and  Yadkin  Valley  Railroad  was  engaged  In 
both  interstate  and  intra-state  commerce  and  that  it  was  a  competitor  of 
both  the  Wilmington  and  Weldon  Railroad  Company  and  the  Southern  Rail- 
way Company  in  respect  to  both  interstate  and  intra-state  traffic.  That 
prior  to  the  time  it  went  into  the  hands  of  a  receiver  this  company  had 
entered  into  an  understanding  with  the  Norfolk  and  Western  Railway  to 
connect  the  lines  of  the  two  companies.  The  Cape  Fear  and  Yadkin  Valley 
was  to  build  from  Mount  Airy  to  the  Virginia  State  Line  and  the  Norfolk 
and  Western  was  to  build  an  extension  from  its  line  to  meet  this,  and  in 
1891  the  presidents  of  both  of  these  companies  reported  to  the  boards  of 
directors  of  their  respective  companies  that  considerable  work  and  grading 
had  been  done  by  each  of  them  on  their  respective  parts  of  this  connecting 
link.  That  in  1892  the  Norfolk  and  Western  Railway  purchased  the  Roanoke 
and  Southern  Railway,  running  from  Roanoke,  Virginia,  to  Winston-Salem, 
North  Carolina,  and  crossing  the  line  of  the  Cape  Fear  and  Yadkin  Valley 
Railroad  at  Walnut  Cove  in  North  Carolina,  thus  connecting  the  two  roads. 
The  construction  of  the  connecting  link  was  then  abandoned  by  the  Norfolk 
and  Western  Railway. 
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That  after  acquiring  the  Roanoke  and  Southern  Railway  in  1892  the  Nor- 
folk and  Western  Railway  and  the  Cape  Fear  and  Yadkin  Valley  Railroad 
proposed  to  put  into  effect  the  Virginia  City  gateway  rates  at  Walnut  Cove 
and  Winston-Salem,  and  a  meeting  was  appointed  for  the  traffic  managers 
of  the  two  lines  in  New  York  to  perfect  that  arrangement.  .This  meeting 
was  called  off  by  the  representatives  of  the  Norfolk  and  Western  Railway  a 
few  days  before  it  was  to  have  been  held  and  the  arrangement  was  not  con- 
summated before  the  Cape  Fear  and  Yadkin  Valley  Railroad  went  into  the 
hands  of  a  receiver  in  1894,  and  w^as  sold  as  hereinbefore  set  out. 

If  the  proposed  plan  had  been  perfected  of  making  the  Cape  Fear  and 
Yadkin  Valley  Railroad  and  the  Norfolk  and  Western  Railway  associated 
lines,  either  by  means  of  extension  from  Mount  Airy  or  by  use  of  the  Roanoke 
and  Southern  Railway  between  Roanoke  and  Walnut  Cove,  it  would  have 
resulted  in  strong  competition  with  the  Southern  Railway  Company  and 
Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  in  respect  to  traffic  to  and  from  the  west,  and 
in  great  benefit  to  North  Carolina  in  respect  to  freight  rates  from  the  Western 
territory  and  in  coal  rates  to  North  Carolina  from  the  extensive  coal  mines 
served  by  the  Norfojk  and  Western  Railway. 

The  statute  under  which  we  made  this  investigation  does  not  seem  to 
contemplate  or  require  that  the  Corporation  Commission  should  draw  any 
conclusions  or  make  any  recommendations  in  respect  to  this  matter,  and  we, 
therefore,  simply  report  to  you  the  facts  disclosed  by  this  investigation. 

We  send  herewith,  as  a  part  of  our  report,  the  evidence  in  full  as  taken 
before  us,  and  also  send  herewith  digest  of  the  facts  and  the  law  filed  with 
us  by  Hon.  A.  L.  Brooks,  who  acted  as  attorney  for  the  Commission  in  this 
investigation.

A  PROCLAMATION  BY  THE  GOVERNOR. 

Whereas,  The  Extra  Session  of  the  General  Assembly  of  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  thirteen  did  enact  a  statute  "To  fix  and  provide  machinery  for 
fixing  rates  to  be  charged  by  railroads  for  transporting  freight  within  the 
State  of  North  Carolina."  which  statute  is  Chapter  20  of  the  Public  Laws  of 
the  Extra  Session  of  1913;  and 

Whereas,  Section  4a  of  said  statute  provides:  "Should  any  one  or  more 
of  the  common  carriers  affected  by  the  rates  prescribed  in  this  act  make  rep- 
resentation to  the  Governor  of  the  State  that  the  rates  herein  provided  are, 
or  would  be  confiscatory  or  unreasonable,  and  the  Governor  should  be  of 
opinion  that  such  complaint  is  in  good  faith,  and  that  there  is  good  and 
sufficient  reason  for  investigating  the  facts,  then  the  Governor  shall  be,  and 
he  is  hereby  empowered  to  appoint  a  special  commission  of  not  more  than 
three  persons  to  immediately  investigate  the  facts,  and  make  report  of  their 
findings  to  him.  Pending  such  investigation  and  report,  the  Governor  is 
hereby  authorized  to  suspend  the  operation  of  this  act  for  a  period  of  not 
exceeding  sixty  days  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  special  commission 
herein  provided  for;  and  upon  similar  recommendation  made,  in  order  to 
allow  time  for  proper  investigation,  to  make  additional  suspension  for  such 
time  as  the  said  special  commission  may  recommend  as  reasonable  and  nec- 
essary for  the  completion  of  the  investigation";  and 

Whereas,  the  common  carriers  affected  by  the  rates  prescribed  in  the  act 
did  make  representations  to  the  Governor  of  the  State  that  the  rates  provided 
in  the  act  are  and  would  be  confiscatory  and  unreasonable,  and  the  Governor 
was  of  opinion  that  such  complaint  was  in  good  faith,  and  that  there  was  good 
and  sufficient  reason  for  investigating  the  facts;  and 
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Whereas,  in  the  exercise  of  the  power  conferred  by  the  statute,  the  Gov- 
ernor did  appoint  a  special  commission  of  three  persons,  to  wit:  Michael 
Hoke  Justice,  William  Louis  Poteat  and  Alfred  A.  Thompson  to  immediately 
investigate  the  facts  and  make  report  of  their  findings  to  him;  and  did  from 
time  to  time  suspend  the  operation  of  the  said  statute  to  allow  time  for  pro- 
per investigation;  and 

Whereas,  the  said  special  commission,  as  directed  and  empowered  by  the 
said  statute  has  made  report  to  the  Governor  of  their  findings,  and  has  fixed 
the  rates  to  be  charged  by  railroads  for  the  transportation  of  freight  within 
tlie  State  of  North  Carolina,  which  said  report  and  schedule  of  rates  is 
hereto  attached,  and  made  part  of  this  proclamation: 

Now,  Therefore,  I,  Locke  Craig,  Governor  of  North  Carolina,  do  hereby 
proclaim  that  the  rates  so  fixed  by  the  said  special  commission  are  the 
maximum  rates  to  be  charged  by  the  railroads  for  the  transportation  of 
freight  within  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  whenever  the  said  statute  shall 
become  operative  by  the  terms  thereof,  and  in  accordance  with  the  power 
conferred  upon  me  by  the  said  statute,  I  do  hereby  promulgate  the  said 
report  and  the  said  rates  fixed  therein,  and  do  hereby  file  the  same  with 
the  Corporation  Commission  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  to  become  effec- 
tive and  operative  from  and  after  sixty  days  from  this  date,  as  provided  by 
the  said  statute. 

Done  at  our  city  of  Raleigh,  this  the  thirteenth  day  of  August,  in  the  year 
of  our  Lord,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fourteen,  and  in  the  one  hundred 
and  thirty-ninth  year  of  our  American  Independence.

REPORT  OP  THE  SPECIAL  FREIGHT  RATE  COMMISSION. 

To  His  Excellency,  Gov-ernor  Locke  Craig, 

Raleigh,  North  Carolina. 

Sir: — The  Commission  appointed  by  your  Excellency  under  the  terms  of 
the  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  1913  entitled  "An  Act  to  Fix,  and  Provide 
Machinery  for  Fixing,  Rates  to  be  Charged  by  Railroads  Transporting  Freight 
within  the  State  of  North  Carolina,"  and  ratified  October  13,  1913,  has  the 
honor  to  present  the  following  report: 

The  first  hearing  of  the  Commission  was  held  in  Raleigh,  January  12th. 
and  extended  to  January  22d.  The  second  hearing,  likewise  held  in  Raleigh, 
covered  the  period  from  April  7th  to  April  14th.  The  third  and  last  hearing 
was  held  in  Asheville  from  July  7th  to  July  16th.  The  executive  sessions 
of  the  Commission  were  begun  on  July  20th.  At  the  first  hearing  the  Com- 
mission announced  that  its  policy  would  be  to  welcome  light  from  any  quarter. 
Accordingly,  testimony  in  great  detail  by  the  principal  public  carriers,  by 
boards  of  trade,  by  various  industrial  associations,  and  by  individuals  has 
been  presented  and  freely  admitted  to  the  record. 

In  performing  the  duties  assigned  to  it  the  Commission  has  followed  the 
general  principles  of  the  Act  which  authorized  its  appointment.  The  princi- 
ple of  a  percentage  relationship  of  the  classes  recognized  in  the  Act  is  en-

dorsed  by  the  Commission,  and,  as  far  as  is  now  practical,  it  has  been  em- 
ployed in  the  schedule  of  rates  here  announced. 

The  Commission  has  not  undertaken  to  fix  local  or  joint-haul  rates  on  rail- 
roads less  than  seventy-five  miles  in  length,  because  section  six  of  the  Act 
indicates  that  the  General  Assembly  intended  to  refer  these  rates  to  a  perma- 
nent commission.  Accordingly,  the  rates  here  reported  apply  to  all  railroad 
companies  which  own,  operate,  control,  or  maintain  seventy-five  or  more 
miles  of  railroad  within  North  Carolina.  The  shorter  lines  are  so  numerous 
and  their  freight  rates  so  divergent  that  this  Commission  respectfully  refers 
the  fixing  of  the  rates  on  these  roads  to  the  North  Carolina  Corporation 
Commission,  to  which  under  the  Act  they  may  at  any  time  appeal;  and  it  is 
recommended  that  the  Corporation  Commission  fix  for  these  shorter  roads 
as  near  as  may  be  uniform  rates  on  a  fair  relation  with  those  here  fixed  for 
the  longer  roads;  that  the  local  and  Joint-haul  rates  now  in  force  on  these 
short  roads  be  maintained  until  the  Corporation  Commission  shall  have 
opportunity  to  fix  and  readjust  them;  and  that  the  Corporation  Commission 
deal  with  this  matter  at  the  earliest  possible  date. 

This  Commission  adopts  the  Southern  Classification,  and  the  rates  here 
fixed  and  reported  are  subject  to  that  Classification,  except  where  lower  rat- 
ings are  or  may  be  published  by  the  North  Carolina  Corporation  Commission 
in  which  case  the  lower  ratings  shall  prevail. 

The  rates  in  the  attached  schedule  are  declared  to  be  reasonable  maximum 
rates;  any  rates  which  are  now  lower  are  continued  in  effect,  except  that,  in 
such  isolated  cases  as  may  occur,  where  an  advance  of  not  more  than  one 
cent  in  a  particular  class  will  bring  the  existing  lower  rate  up  to  the  rate 
here  prescribed,  such  advance  is  allowed  in  the  interest  of  uniformity. 

Existing  rates  on  commodities  not  mentioned  in  the  attached  schedule  are 
continued  in  effect 

When  rates  are  not  shown  for  the  exact  distance,  the  charge  shall  be  the 
rate  prescribed  for  the  nearest  distance.  In  cases  where  the  haul  is  equi- 
distant from  specified  rate  distances,  the  charge  shall  be  that  for  the  next 
higher  distance. 

In  case  one  railroad  company  has  two  or  more  routes  between  given  points, 
rates  shall  be  based  on  the  shortest  route.  On  joint  hauls  lines  handling 
the  traffic  shall  base  their  rates  upon  the  shortest  practicable  route  having 
physical  connection. 

For  joint  hauls  over  two  or  more  independently  controlled  railroads  under 
the  management  of  companies  operating  seventy-five  or  more  miles  of  railroad 
within  this  State,  add  the  following  to  the  straight  mileage  rates  for  the 
total  combined  distance:

In  the  absence  of  an  agreed  basis  of  division  between  roads  participating 
in  a  joint  haul,  locals  shall  be  used  as  factors  in  dividing,  after  first  deduct- 
ing cost  of  transfer,  if  any,  at  interchange  point. 

The  minimum  charge  on  small  shipments  shall  be  for  actual  weight  at  the 
tariff  rate,  but  not  less  than  25  cents  for  a  haul  over  one  road,  or  30  cents 
for  a  joint  haul  over  two  roads,  or  40  cents  for  joint  haul  over  three  or 
more  roads.

GENERAL.  RULES. 

The  reduced  rates  specified  in  this  Exception  Sheet  will  apply  only  on 
property  shipped  subject  to  the  conditions  of  the  carrier's  bill  of  lading,  ship- 
per's attention  being  called  hereto. 

Property  carried  not  subject  to  the  conditions  of  the  carrier's  bill  of  lading 
will  be  at  the  carrier's  liability,  limited  only  as  provided  by  common  law 
and  by  the  laws  of  North  Carolina,  in  so  far  as  they  apply.  Property  thus 
carried  will  be  charged  ten  (10)  per  cent  higher  (subject  to  a  minimum  in- 
crease of  one  (1)  cent  per  hundred  pounds)  than  if  shipped  subject  to  the 
conditions  of  the  carrier's  bill  of  lading. 

Minimum  Carload  Weight. — Unless  otherwise  specified  herein,  the  minimum 
carload  weight  of  all  articles  shown  herein  will  bie  20,000  pounds,  or  ten  tons. 

A  carload  of  articles  enumerated  in  Class  P,  except  lumber  and  articles 
taking  lumber  rates,  is  25,000  pounds;  a  carload  of  lumber  and  articles  taking 
lumber  rates  under  Class  P  is  24,000  pounds. 

Where  a  carload  minimum  weight  is  specified  in  the  Southern  Classification 
or  these  exceptions,  such  minimum  weight  will  apply,  regardless  of  the  length 
of  the  car  used.

Billing  for  return  shipment  must  show  proper  reference  to  the  original  billing. 
The  foregoing  shall  not  apply  on  machinery,  agricultural  implements  or 
other  articles  returned  for  repairs:  Provided,  however,  that  the  above  rule 
shall  not  operate  to  reduce  the  minimum  charge  on  single  shipments.

The  word  "calves"  used  in  these  rules  and  regulations  applies  only  to 
calves  under  twelve  months  old;  and  the  words  "yearling  cattle**  to  cattle 
over  twelve  months  and  under  eighteen  months  old. 

One,  two,  or  three  cars  of  livestock  will  entitle  the  owner  or  his  agent  to 
be  carried  free  to  point  of  destination  of  consignment  on  the  train  with  the 
stock  to  care  for  the  same;  four  to  seven  cars,  inclusive,  belonging  to  one 
owner,  two  men  in  charge,  and  eight  cars  or  more  belonging  to  one  owner, 
three  men  in  charge,  which  number  is  the  maximum  number  of  attendants 
that  will  be  carried  free  for  one  shipment.

I.    Creation. 

222.  How  incx)rporated.  Any  number  of  persons,  not  less  than  three, 
who  may  be  desirous  of  forming  a  company,  and  engaging  in  the  business 
of  establishing,  maintaining  and  operating  banks  of  discount  and  deposit  to  be 
known  as  commercial  banks,  or  of  engaging  in  the  business  of  establishing, 
maintaining  and  operating  offices  of  loan  and  deposits  to  be  known  as  savings 
banks,  or  of  establishing,  maintaining  and  operating  banks  having  depart- 
ments for  both  class  of  business,  or  operating  banks  engaged  in  and  doing 
a  trust,  fiduciary  and  surety  business,  shall  be  incorporated  in  the  manner 
following,  and  in  no  other  way;  that  is  to  say,  such  persons  shall,  by  a  cer- 
tificate of  incorporation,  under  their  hands  and  seals,  set  forth: 

1.  The  name  of  the  corporation;  no  name  shall  be  assumed  already  in 
use  by  another  existing  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  State 
or  of  the  Congress,  or  so  nearly  similar  thereto  as  to  lead  to  uncertainty  or 
confusion. 

2.  The  location  of  its  principal  office  in  the  State. 

3.  The  nature  of  its  business,  whether  that  of  a  commercial  bank,  or  sav- 
ings bank,  or  both. 

4.  The  amount  of  the  total  authorized  capital  stock,  the  number  of  shares 
into  which  it  is  divided,  and  the  par  value  of  each  share,  which  shall  be 
either  fifty  dollars  or  one  hundred  dollars;  the  amount  of  capital  stock  with 
which  it  will  commence  business,  which,  shall  not  be  less  than  five  thousand 
dollars  in  cities  and  towns  of  fifteen  hundred  population  or  less;  nor  less 
than  ten  thousand  dollars  in  cities  and  towns  whose  population  exceeds 
fifteen  hundred  but  does  not  exceed  five  thousand;  nor  less  than  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars  in  all  other  places;  the  population  to  be  ascertained  by  the 
last  preceding  National  census;  and  if  there  be  more  than  one  class  of 
stock,  a  description  of  the  different  classes,  with  the  terms  on  which  the  re- 
spective classes  of  stock  are  created. 

5.  The  names  and  post-office  addresses  of  the  subscribers  for  stock  and 
the  number  of  shares  subscribed  by  each;  the  aggregate  of  such  subscriptions 
shall  be  the  amount  of  the  capital  stock  with  which  the  company  will  com- 
mence business. 

6.  Period,  if  any,  limited  for  the  duration  of  the  company. 
1903,  c.  275,  ss.  1,  2;  1901,  c.  769;  1907,  c.  829. 
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223.  Certificates  of  incobpobation  ;  how  signed,  pboved  and  filed.  The 
certificate  of  incorporation  shall  he  signed  hy  the  original  incorporators,  or 
a  majority  of  them,  and  shall  he  proved,  or  acknowledged,  hefore  an  officer 
duly  authorized  under  the  laws  of  this  State  to  take  the  proof  or  acknowl- 
edgment of  deeds.  Such  certificate  of  incorporation,  when  so  proved,  shall 
he  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  who  shall,  if  the  same  shall  he 
in  accordance  with  law,  thereupon  cause  the  same  to  he  recorded  in  his  office 
in  a  hook  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  known  as  the  Corporation  Book, 
and  he  shall,  upon  the  payment  of  the  organization  tax  and  fees,  certify  un- 
der his  official  seal  two  copies  of  the  said  certificate  of  incorporation  and  pro- 
bates, one  of  which  shall  be  forthwith  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of 
the  Superior  Court  of  the  county  where  the  principal  office  of  said  corpora- 
tion in  this  State  shall  or  is  to  be  established,  in  a  book  to  be  known  as  the 
Record  of  Incorporations,  and  the  other  certified  copy  shall  be  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  Corporation  Commission,  and  thereupon  the  said  persons  shall  be- 
come a  body  politic  and  corporate  under  the  name  stated  in  such  certificate. 
The  said  certificate  of  incorporation,  or  a  copy  thereof  duly  certified  by  the 
Secretary  of  State  or  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of  the  county  in 
which  the  same  is  recorded,  or  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Corporation  Commission, 
under  their  respective  seals,  shall  be  evidence  in  all  courts  and  places,  and 
shall,  in  all  judicial  proceedings,  be  deemed  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  com- 
plete organization  and  incorporation  of  the  company  purporting  thereby  to 
have  been  established.     1903,  c.  275,  s.  3;  1901,  c.  2,  s.  9;  1903,  c.  343. 

224.  Payment  of  capital  stock.  At  least  fifty  per  cent  of  the  capital 
stock  of  every  bank  shall  be  paid  in  in  cash  before  it  shall  be  authorized  to 
commence  business,  and  the  remainder  of  the  capital  stock  of  such  bank 
shall  be  paid  in  monthly  installments  of  at  least  ten  per  cent  in  cash  of  the 
whole  of  the  capital,  payable  at  the  end  of  each  suceeding  month  from  the 
time  it  shall  be  authorized  by  the  Corporation  Commission  to  commence 
business,  and  the  payment  of  each  installment  shall  be  certified  to  the  Cor- 
poration Commission,  under  oath,  by  the  cashier  or  president  of  the  bank. 
1903,  c.  275,  s.  10  (amended) ;  Provided^  that  no  bank  shall  be  authorized  to 
commence  business  with  less  than  a  paid-in  capital  stock  of  five  thousand 
dollars.     1909,  c.  911. 

225.  Statement  filed  before  beginning  business.  Before  such  company 
shall  begin  the  business  of  banking  or  banking  and  trust,  fiduciary  or  surety 
business,  there  shall  be  filed  with  the  Corporation  Commission  a  statement, 
under  od.th,  by  the  cashier  or  president,  containing  the  names  of  all  of  the 
directors  and  officers,  with  the  date  of  the  election  or  appointment,  term  of 
office,  residence  and  post  office  address  of  each,  the  amount  of  capital  stock 
of  which  each  is  the  owner  in  good  faith,  and  the  amount  of  money  paid  in 
on  account  of  the  capital  stock.  Nothing  shall  be  received  in  payment  of 
capital  stock  but  money.     1903,  c.  275,  ss.  5,  10;  1907,  c.  829,  s.  2. 

226.  Authorized  to  begin  business,  when  and  how.  If  from  such  state- 
ment, or  upon  an  examination,  if  such  examination  appears  necessary,  it 
appears  to  the  Corporation  Commission  that  such  corporation  is  lawfully 
entitled  to  commence  the  business  of  banking,  banking  and  trust,  fiduciary  or 
surety  business,  it  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  the  filing  of  the  certificate 
required  by  law,  give  to  such  corporation  a  certificate  signed  by  the  chairman 
of  the  Corporation  Commission,  attested  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission, 
that  such  corporation  has  complied  with  all  the  provisions  required  to  be 
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complied  with  before  commencing  the  business  of  banking,  and  that  such  cor- 
poration is  authorized  to  commence  such  business.  1903,  c.  275,  s.  7;  1907, 
c.  829,  s.  3. 

227.  Authority  to  begin  business  withheld,  when.  The  Corporation 
Commission  may  withhold  from  any  bank,  banking  and  trust,  fiduciary  ur 
surety  company,  its  certificate  authorizing  the  commencement  of  business 
whenever  it  has  reason  to  believe  that  the  stockholders  have  formed  the 
same  for  any  other  purpose  than  the  legitimate  objects  contemplated  by  this 
chapter.    1903,  c.  275,  s.  6;  1907,  c.  829,  s.  4. 

II.     Powers  and  Duties. 

228.  Powers.  In  addition  to  the  powers  conferred  by  law  upon  private 
corporations,  banking  corporations,  banking  and  trust  companies  doing  a 
fiduciary  and  surety  business  shall  have  power — 

1.  To  exercise  by  its  board  of  directors  or  duly  authorized  officers  or 
agents,  subject  to  law,  all  such  powers  as  shall  be  necessary  to  carry  on  the 
business  of  banking,  by  discounting  and  negotiating  promissory  notes,  drafts, 
bills  of  exchange  and  other  evidences  of  debt,  by  receiving  deposits,  by  buy- 
ing and  selling  exchange,  coin  and  bullion,  by  loaning  money  on  personal 
security  or  real  or  personal  property.  Such  corporations  at  the  time  of 
making  loans  or  discounts  may  take  and  receive  in  advance  such  interest 
as  may  be  agreed  upon,  not  exceeding  the  legal  rate. 

2.  To  purchase,  hold  and  convey  real  estate  for  the  following  purposes: 
1st.    Such  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  convenient  transaction   of   its 

business,  including  with  its  banking  offices  other  apartments  to  rent  as  a 
source  of  income,  which  investment  shall  not  exceed  twenty-five  per  cent  of 
its  paid-in  capital  stock  and  permanent  surplus:  Provided,  that  this  provi- 
sion shall  not  apply  to  any  such  investment  made  before  the  ninth  day  of 
March,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  three. 

2d.  Such  as  is  mortgaged  to  it  in  good  faith  by  way  of  security  for  loans 
made  or  money  due  to  such  bank. 

3d.  Such  as  is  conveyed  to  it  in  satisfaction  of  debts  previously  contracted 
in  the  course  of  its  dealings. 

4th.  Such  as  it  acquires  by  sale  under  execution  or  judgment  of  any  court 
in  its  favor. 

Any  and  all  power  and  privileges  heretofore  granted  and  given  to  any 
person,  firm  or  corporation  doing  a  banking  business  in  connection  with  a 
fiduciary  and  surety  business  or  the  right  to  deal  to  any  extent  in  real  estate 
inconsistent  with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed.  1903,  c.  275,  ss.  8,  9;  1907,  c. 
829,  s.  5. 

228a.  Limitation  on  trust  company  as  to  real  estate  holdings.  Such 
bank  and  trust  company  doing  a  general  banking  and  trust,  fiduciary  and 
surety  business,  and  dealing  in  real  estate,  shall  not  invest  more  than  twenty- 
five  per  cent  of  the  capital  stock  and  permanent  surplus  in  real  estate,  un- 
less to  protect  its  loans,  debts  contracted  in  the  course  of  its  dealings  or 
acquired  by  sale  under  execution  or  judgment  of  any  court  in  its  favor.  1907, 
c.  829,  s.  6. 

229.  When  bank  may  purchase  its  stock.  No  bank  shall  be  the  holder 
as  pledgee  or  as  purchaser  of  any  portion  of  its  capital  stock,  unless  such 
purchase  shall  be  necessary  to  prevent  loss  upon  a  debt  previously  contracted 
in  good  faith.     1903,  c.  275,  s.  1. 
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230.  Reobganization.  Whenever  any  bank,  under  the  laws  of  this  State 
or  of  the  United  States,  is  authorized  to  dissolve,  and  shall  have  taken  the 
necessary  steps  to  effect  dissolution,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  a  majority  of  the 
directors  of  such  bank,  upon  the  authority  in  writing  of  the  owners  of  two- 
thirds  of  its  capital  stock,  with  the  approval  of  the  Corporation  Commission, 
to  execute  articles  of  incorporation  as  provided  in  this  chapter,  which  arti- 
cles, in  addition  to  the  requirements  of  law,  shall  further  set  forth  the 
authority  derived  from  the  stockholders  of  such  dissolved  National  bank  or 
State  bank,  and  upon  filing  the  same  as  hereinbefore  provided  for  the  organ- 
ization of  banks,  the  same  shall  become  a  bank  under  the  laws  of  this  State, 
and  thereupon  all  assets,  real  and  personal,  of  the  dissolved  National  bank 
shall  by  operation  of  law  be  vested  in  and  become  the  property  of  such  State 
bank,  subject  to  all  liabilities  of  such  National  bank  not  liquidated  under  the 
laws  of  the  United  States  before  such  reorganization.     1903,  c.  275,  s.  17. 

231.  Resebve  Fund.  Every  bank  or  banking  and  trust  company  doing 
business  and  engaging  in  a  banking,  trust,  fiduciary  or  surety  business  and 
dealing  in  real  estate,  shall  at  all  times  have  on  hand  as  a  reserve  in  avail- 
able funds  an  amount  equal  to  at  least  fifteen  per  cent  of  the  aggregate 
amount  of  its  deposits.  Two-fifths  of  such  fifteen  per  cent  shall  be  cash  in 
the  vaults  of  the  bank.  Savings  banks  shall  have  on  hand  at  all  times,  as  a 
reserve  in  available  funds,  an  amount  equal  to  at  least  five  per  cent  of  their 
aggregate  deposits.     1908,  c.  275,  s.  28;  1907,  c.  829,  s.  7. 

232.  Available  funds;  when  below  besebve;  no  new  loans  ob  dfvidends. 
The  available  funds  shall  consist  of  cash  on  hand  and  balance  due  from 
other  solvent  banks.  Cash  shall  include  lawful  money  of  the  United  States, 
and  exchange  for  any  clearing  house  association.  Whenever  the  available 
funds  of  any  bank  shall  fall  below  the  reserve  herein  required,  such  bank 
shall  not  make  any  new  loans  or  discounts  otherwise  than  by  discounting 
or  purchasing  bills  of  exchange  payable  at  sight;  nor  shall  such  bank  make 
any  dividends  of  its  profits  until  it  has  on  hand  the  available  funds  required 
by  this  chapter.     1903,  c.  275,  s.  29. 

233.  Loans  to  one  pebson  not  to  exceed  ten  peb  cent  of  CAPrrAL.  The 
total  liabilities  to  any  bank  or  banking  institution  or  banking  or  trust  com- 
pany doing  a  fiduciary  and  surety  business  and  dealing  real  estate,  of  any 
person,  or  of  any  company,  corporation  or  firm  for  money  borrowed,  includ- 
ing in  the  liabilities  of  a  company  or  firm  the  liabilities  of  the  several 
members  thereof,  shall  at  no  time  exceed  one-tenth  part  of  the  amount  of  the 
capital  stock  of  such  bank  or  banking  institution  actually  paid  in.  But  the 
discount  of  bills  of  exchange  drawn  in  good  faith  against  actually  existing 
values  and  the  discount  of  commercial  or  business  paper  actually  owned  by 
the  person  negotiating  the  same  shall  not  be  considered  as  money  borrowed. 
This  section  shall  not  apply  to  banks  with  a  paid-up  capital  of  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  or  less.

234.  Chapteb  on  cobpobations  applicable.  All  of  the  provisions  of  law  re- 
lating to  private  corporations,  and  particularly  those  enumerated  in  the 
chapter  entitled  Corporations,  not  inconsistent  with  this  chapter,  or  with  the 
business  of  banking,  shall  be  applicable  to  banks.     1903,  c.  275,  s.  4. 
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III.    Stockholdebs. 

235.  Individual  liabilitt  of.  The  stockholders  of  every  bank  ors^ized 
under  the  laws  of  North  Carolina,  whether  under  the  general  law  or  by  spe- 
cial act,  shall  be  individually  responsible,  equally  and  ratably,  and  not  one 
for  another,  for  all  contracts,  debts  and  engagements  of  such  corporation,  to 
the  extent  of  the  amount  of  their  stock  therein  a  part  value  thereof,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  amount  invested  in  such  shares.  The  term  "stockholders,"  when 
used  in  this  chapter,  shall  apply  not  only  to  such  persons  as  appear  by  the 
books  of  the  corporation  to  be  stockholders,  but  also  to  every  owner  of  stock, 
legal  or  equitable,  although  the  same  may  be  on  such  books  in  the  name  of 
another  person;  but  shall  not  apply  to  a  person  who  may  hold  the  stock 
as  collateral  for  the  payment  of  a  debt.

236.  Exemptions  in  special  chabtebs  repealed.  Any  exemption  from  the 
individual  liability  imposed  upon  stockholders  by  the  preceding  section  con- 
tained in  the  charter  of  any  bank  incorporated  prior  to  the  first  day  of  Jan- 
uary, one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  five,  is  repealed.    1897,  c.  298,  s.  2. 

237.  Executors,  trustees,  etc.,  not  personally  liable.  Persons  holding 
stock  as  executors,  administrators,  guardians,  or  trustees  shall  not  be  per- 
sonally subject  to  any  liabilities  as  stockholders,  but  the  estate  and  fonds  in 
their  hands  shall  be  liable  in  like  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  the 
testator,  intestate,  ward,  or  person  interested  in  such  trust  funds  would  be 
if  living  and  competent  to  act  and  hold  the  stock  in  his  own  name.  U.  S.

238.  Transferrer  not  liable,  when.  No  person  who  has,  in  good  faith 
and  without  any  intent  to  evade  his  liability  as  a  stockholder,  transferred 
his  stock  on  the  books  of  the  corporation  to  any  person  of  full  age,  previons 
to  any  default  in  the  payment  of  any  debt  or  liability  of  the  corporation, 
shall  be  subject  to  any  personal  liability  on  account  of  the  nonpayment  of 
such  debt  or  liability  of  the  corporation,  but  the  transferee  of  any  stock  so 
transferred  previous  to  any  default  shall  be  liable  for  any  such  debt  or 
liability  of  the  corporation  to  the  extent  of  such  stock,  in  the  same  mann» 
as  if  he  had  been  the  owner  at  the  time  the  corporation  contracted  such  debt 
or  liability.     1903,  c.  275,  s.  14. 

239.  Stock  sold  if  subscription  unpaid.  Whenever  any  stockholder  or 
his  assignee  fails  to  pay  any  installment  on  the  stock,  when  the  same  is  re- 
quired by  law  to  be  paid,  the  directors  of  the  bank  may  sell  the  stock  of 
such  delinquent  stockholder  at  public  sale,  as  they  shall  deem  best,  having 
first  given  the  delinquent  stockholder  twenty  days  notice,  personally  or  by 
mall,  at  his  latest  known  address.

of  the  bank,  or  if  any  person  shall  aid  and  abet  in  the  doing  of  any  of  these 
things,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  felony,  and  upon  conviction  shall  be  imprisoned 
in  the  State's  Prison  for  not  less  than  four  months  nor  more  than  fifteen 
years,  and  likewise  fined,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court.  1903,  c.  275,  s.  15. 
3326.  Statements,  making  false.  If  any  person  shall  willfully  and  know- 
ingly subscribe  to,  or  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  any  false  statement  or  false

shall  willfully  and  knowingly  make,  state  or  publish  any  false  statement  of 
the  amount  of  the  assets  or  liabilities  of  any  such  corporation,  partnership, 
firm  or  individual,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  felony,  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  imprisoned  in  the  State's  Prison  not  less  than  four  months  nor  more 
than  ten  years.

AN  ACT  FIXING  THE   LIABILITY  OF  A  BANK  TO  ITS   DEPOSITORS 
FOR  PAYMENT  OF  FORGED  OR  RAISED  CHECKS. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  no  bank,  banking  institution  or  trust  company  doing 
business  in  this  State  shall  be  liable  to  a  depositor  for  the  payment  by  it  of 
a  forged  or  raised  check  or  order  to  pay  money,  unless  within  six  months 
after  the  return  to  the  depositor  of  the  voucher  of  such  payment  said  depos- 
itor shall  notify  the  bank  that  the  check  so  paid  is  forged  or  raised. 

Sec.  2.  That  all  laws  and  clauses  of  laws  in  confiict  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  ratification.

AN  ACT  TO  AUTHORIZE  DEPOSITS  STANDING  IN  THE  NAME  OF  A 
MINOR  IN  ANY  STATE  OR  NATIONAL  BANK  TO  BE  PAID  DIRECTLY 
TO  SUCH  MINOR. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  CarolirM  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  whenever  any  deposit  shall  be  made  by  or  in  the  name  of 
any  person  who  is  a  minor  of  the  age  of  fifteen  years  and  upwards,  in  any 
State  bank  in  this  State  or  in  any  National  bank  in  this  State,  the  same 
shall  be  held  for  the  exclusive  right  and  benefit  of  such  minor,  free  from  the 
control  of  all  persons  whomsoever,  and  it  shall  be  paid,  together  with  the 
interest  thereon,  if  there  be  any  interest,  to  the  person  in  whose  name  the 
deposit  shall  be  made,  and  the  receipt,  check  or  acquittance  of  such  minor 
to  the  said  State  bank  or  National  bank  shall  be  valid  and  sufl[lcient  relief 
and  discharge  for  such  deposit  or  any  part  thereof  to  the  corporation.  State 
bank  or  National  bank  in  which  said  deposit  was  made:  Provided^  that  this 
act  shall  not  apply  to  deposits  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act.    1907,  c  750. 
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AN  ACT  TO  VALIDATE  CERTAIN  PROBATES  OF  DEEDS. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  in  all  cases  when  acknowledgment  of  proof  of  any  con- 
veyance has  been  taken  before  a  Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court,  justice  of  the 
peace,  or  notary  public,  who  was  at  the  time  a  stockholder  or  officer  in  any 
corporation,  bank  or  other  institution  which  was  a  party  to  such  instrument, 
the  certificates  of  such  Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court,  justice  of  the  peace  or 
notary  public  shall  be  held  valid,  and  are  so  declared. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  one  thousand  and  fifteen  of  The  Revisal  be  amended 
by  striking  out  the  word  "five"  in  line  four  and  inserting  the  word  "seven." 

Sec.  3.  That  no  notary  public  shall  have  power  or  authority  to  take  the 
proof  and  acknowledgment  of  deeds  or  other  papers  required  by  law  to  be 
registered  in  the  office  of  the  register  of  deeds  of  a  county,  or  take  the 
private  examination  of  a  feme  covert  to  any  such  paper  in  which  he  is  in- 
terested as  attorney,  counsel  or  otherwise,  nor  to  administer  an  oath  to  any 
person  to  any  affidavit  or  other  paper  in  matters  in  which  he  is  interested  as 
attorney,  counsel  or  otherwise. 

Sec.  4.    That  this  act  shall  not  affect  pending  actions.    1907,  c.  1003. 


AN  ACT  TO  AMEND  SECTION  2234  OF  THE  REVISAL. 

T/ie  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  Every  negotiable  instrument  is  payable  at  the  time  fixed 
therein  without  grace  (except  as  allowed  by  the  succeding  section).  When 
the  day  of  maturity  falls  upon  Sunday  or  a  holiday,  the  instrument  is  payable 
on  the  next  succeeding  business  day. 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  July  first,  one  thousand 
nine  himdred  and  seven.    1907,  c.  897. 


AN   ACT   TO   PROVIDE    FOR  THE   BETTER   ENFORCEMENT    OF   THE 
LIABILITY  OF  STOCKHOLDERS  IN  STATE  BANKS. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  whenever  any  banking  corporation  chartered  by  the 
State  shall  become  insolvent,  and  it  shall  appear  to  the  court  having  juris- 
diction of  the  cause  that  such  assets  of  such  bank  are  insufficient  to  dis- 
charge its  obligations,  and  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  assess  the  shares  of 
stock  issued  by  such  bank  as  provided  by  law,  an  accounting  may  be  had 
in  the  original  action  and  the  sharelfolders  made  parties  defendant  thereto; 
and  when  upon  the  facts  found  it  shall  be  adjudged  that  such  deficiency 
exists  and  the  amount  thereof  determined,  the  court  shall  assess  the  stock  of 
such  corporation  equally  and  ratably,  and  not  in  excess  of  the  limitation  pro- 
vided by  statute,  and  adjudge  the  holder  thereof  indebted  to  the  receiver  of 
such  corporation  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  stock  therein  credited  to 
them  upon  the  books  of  such  bank  within  thirty  days  next  preceding  its  sus- 
pension, and  the  certificates  and  shares  of  stock  shall  thereafter  be -evidence 
as  against  all  shareholders  of  an  Indebtedness  due  such  receiver  equivalent 
to  the  assessment  thereon,  and  such  judgment  shall  establish  the  amount  of 
the  deficiency,  the  necessity  of  the  assessment,  the  names  of  the  share- 
holders, and  their  several  liabilities  as  such. 
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Sec.  2.  That  the  receiver  of  such  bank  shall  be  empowered  to  demand, 
sue  for,  and  collect  by  lawful  process  all  indebtedness  due  from  shareholders 
of  such  bank,  whether  such  shareholders,  or  any  of  them,  reside  within  or 
without  the  State,  and  wherever  they  or  any  of  them  or  their  legal  repre- 
sentatives may  be  served  with  process,  or  wherever  any  property  belonging 
to  them,  or  any  of  them,  or  the  estate  of  any  of  them,  may  be  subject  to 
attachment,  garnishment,  or  other  lawful  process,  and  all  indebtedness  due 
from  such  shareholders,  or  any  of  them,  their  representatives  or  estate,  shall 
be  payable  to  the  said  receiver  as  corporate  assets,  and  the  title  thereto  shall 
be  vested  in  such  receiver,  to  be  by  him  applied  for  the  equal  benefit  of 
all  persons  entitled  to  share  in  the  distribution  of  the  fund  and  disbursed 
ratably  under  the  orders  of  the  court 

Sec.  3.  That  the  creditors  of  such  insolvent  State  bank,  and  any  of  them, 
may  be  proper  parties  plaintiff  to  any  action  instituted  by  the  receiver 
thereof  against  its  shareholders,  but  they  shall  not  be  deemed  necessary 
parties  thereto. 

Sec.  4.  That  when  any  State  bank  shall  make  a  voluntary  assignment  of 
its  assets  to  trustees,'  such  fact  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  insolvency, 
and  sufficient  to  authorize  the  appointment  of  a  receiver. 

Sec.  5.  That  no  transfer  of  the  shares  of  stock  in  any  insolvent  State 
bank  made  within  thirty  days  of  its  suspension  shall  operate  to  release  or 
discharge  the  assignor  thereof,  but  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  that  such 
shareholder  assigned  the  same  with  the  knowledge  of  the  insolvency  of  such 
bank  and  with  an  intent  to  avoid  liability  thereon. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  receiver  of  any  insolvent  State  bank  shall  have  the 
right,  after  an  assessment  upon  the  shares  of  stock  therein,  to  institute 
civil  actions  against  all  or  any  of  the  shareholders  therein  within  ten  years 
next  after  such  assessment,  to  reduce  the  liability  thereon  to  final  judgment. 

Sec.  7.  That  this  act  shall  be  effectual  in  all  actions  heretofore  instituted 
by  receivers  of  State  banks,  and  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and 
after  its  ratification.    1911,  c.  25. 


AN  ACT  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  THE  AUDITING  OP  BOOKS  OF 

CORPORATIONS. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  upon  request  of  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  stockholders 
of  any  private  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  North  Carolina,  doing 
business  in  said  State  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officers  of  said  corporation 
to  have  all  the  books  of  said  corporation  audited  by  some  competent  account- 
ant, to  the  end  that  the  financial  status  of  said  corporation  may  be  ascer- 
tained. 

Sec.  2.  That  all  laws  and  clauses  of  laws  in  conflict  with  this  act  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  ratification.
